SEOUL, May 21 (AFP) — South Korean 
President Chun Doo-Hwan Friday carried 
out a sweeping reshuffle of his 22-member 
cabinet within 24 hours of shaking up the 
leadership of his Democratic Justice Party to 
restore public confidence eroded by a major 
loan fraud scandal. 

A presidential spokesman said Chun, who 
had worked to birilda reputation as a corrup- 
tion fighter upon taking office two years ago, 
feels the government was strongly respons- 
ible for the multi- mini on dollar scandal. The 
local'prcss described the party and govern- 
ment reorganizations as essential to restora- 
tion of pnblic faith after the two-week-old 
scandal which resulted in 19 arrests. Among 
those implicated was the uncle of Chun's 
wife. 

Chun had fired his closest political aide, 
Kwon Jung-Dal, from the post of party sec- 
retary general, replacing him with Deputy 
Kwon Ik-Hyun a classmate from their days in 
the military academy. Half of the 22 cabinet 
posts changed hands Friday, but among those 
who kept their jobs were Prime Minister Yoo 
Chang-Soon, Deputy Premier in charge of 
Economic Affairs Kim Joon-Sung and 
Finance Minister Rah Woong-Bae. The dis- 
missed ministers were not in any way directly 
connected with the financial scandal. 

Prosecutor General Chung Chi-Kon, who 
just conducted investigations, was appointed 
justice minister: Gen. Yoon Sung-Min, 
chairman of the joint chiefs of staff, was 
named defense minister. Provincial Gover- 
nor Park Chong-Moon assumed the portfolio 
of agriculture-fores tiy and Vice Foreign 
Minister Kim Dong-Hui took that of 
commerce-industry.

OPEC to extend output 
controls, Ortega says 


QUITO, May 2 1 (R) — OPEC oil minis- 
ters will extend current production controls 
to defend the exporters group’s $34 a barrel 
base price against a world oil glut, OPEC' 
President Eduardo Ortega forecast Friday 
before the ministers began a closed bargain- 
ing session. 

Dr. Ortega, Ecuador's oil minister, told 
reporters before the closed meeting that be 
expected OPEC (the Organization of Pet- 
roleum Exporter Countries) to reaffirm a 
two-month-old output ceiling of 18 million 
barrels per day (bpd). 

Saudi Arabia’s Ofl Minister Ahmed Zaki 
Yamani, has ruled out any cut in the benc- 
hmark pride at this meeting and Thursday 
night repeated earlier predictions that the 
level would hold through next year. 

Conference sources here said OPECs 
four-minister market monitoring committee 
was likely to meet in the first week of July to 
review the production accord, and decide 
whether to hold a full ministerial meeting to 
change the ceiling. _ 

Under the deal, struck in Vienna in March, 
Saudi Arabia said it was willing to cut its huge 
output as for as necessary to hold the $34-a- 
barreJ benchmark price, provided other 
members held to assigned quotas. 

Only Iran appears to be exceeding its limit 
of 1.2 million barrel per day by selling crude 
below official OPEC prices, but ministers 
said privately that the OPEC majority 
appeared ready to ignore Iran's conduct. 

Iran’s oO minister. Muhammad Gharazi 
declined Friday to confirm reports his coun- 


try’s production jyas_nmning_ at more than 
two million bpd, and said pricing was “in the 
hands of God.'* 

The 13 ministers were expected Friday to 
consider how long production controls would 
remain in force, although delegates said that 
with OPEC output at present running one 
million bpd below the ceiling, talk of raising 
or reducing it was academic. 

Sheikh Yamani said Thursday that OPEC 
should not adopt output controls as a long- 
term measure after the present glut ends. 

The United Arab Emirates minister, Mana 
Said Al-Oteiba. also said he saw the ceiling as 
a temporary measure which would be 
adj usted or removed as demand for OPEC oil 
picket* up, hopefully in the next, weeks. 

Riyal traveler 
checks coming 

• RIYADH, May 21 (SPA) — Traveler's 
checks in riyal for internal use only will be 
issued by a company to be specially set up 
by the Saudi banks operating in the coun- 
try, it was announced here Friday. 

A responsible source at the Ministry of 
Finance’ and National Economy said that 
the idea was to facilitate monetary opera- 
tions and reduce the use of banknotes. 
■The company will represent the banks 
under the supervision of the Saudi Ara- 
bian Monetary Agency. The checks will 
have various denominations.

Gandhi tastes mixed fortune 


From Reagan downward 


NEW DELHI, May. 21 (AP) — Prime 
linister Indira Gandhi’s formidable Con- 
ess Party found bitter-sweet election 
turns being posted Friday as counting con- 
[\ued for the second day in four state assem- 
y elections generally seen as a barometer of 
te Indian leader’s mid-term popularity. 
The Congress-led coalition won a dear vie-, 
iry in southern Kerala state, the only one to 
tiish counting the ballots cast Wednesday, 
ipturing 77 seats to 63 for the coalition of 
ftist patties that has ruled the state off and 
i since 1956. 

In West Bengal, the Congress was headed 
>r a sound defeat, with the well-entrenched 
ftist parties, beaded by the Co mm u n ist 
irty of India (Marxist), rotting up a 4-to-l 
lge in the. districts where results were 
iowu. 

But with more than half the constituencies 
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in West Bengal yet to report, Mrs. Gandhi's 
forces already had captured three mote seats 
. in the 294-member legislature than the 24 it 
held before the election, an improvement 
-bound to please the 64-year-old prime minis- 
ter. 

More disappointing for Mrs. Gandhi were 
the results from the northern , states of 
Haryana and Himachal Pradesh, both of 
which were Congress-ruled prior to the elec- 
tion. 

In Haryana,, the Congress Party trailed 
former Prime Minister Charan’s Lok Dal 
(Masses Party),- 32 seats to 34. Twelve dis- 
tricts went to independents, with results still 
awaited in the remaining eight constituen- 
cies. "With neither the Congress nor Lok Dal 
able to secure on outright majority in the 
"90-seat house it appeared the balance of 
power would rest with the independents. 
"Some observers gave Mrs. Gandhi’s forces a. 
better chance of forming a ruling coalition, 
noting that nine of the independent candi- 
dates elected were Congress rebels who 
might" be lured back into thg foj,d. 
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WASHINGTON, May 21 (AFP) — Scan- 
date are muddying the waters of American 
politics with members of government succes- 
sively moving to clear their names and a 
Senate investigator examining the secretary 
of labor’s alleged involvement with organized 
crime threatened with murder. 

The current wave of scandals rocking polit- 
ical circles in the capital hit the White House 
last week when President Ronald Reagan 
issued his 1981 financial report which 
included a list of $31,000 worth of presents 
sent by individual donors. 

Faced by media claims that the donors 
were merely seeking publicity, Reagan was 
forced to issue a statement saying he was 
personally unaware that gifts could ring in 
profits. 

On Thursday; the mud hit Vice-President 
George Bush, accused of setting up Depart- 
ment of Treasury deals for Puerto Rican- 
based drug companies in -March. Bush, a 
shareholder in one of these companies, issued 
a statement that he subsequently withdrew 
his recommendation for the firms when he 
realized that a conflict could arise between 
his official function and his private interests. 

Even the country's justice minister, 
Attorney-General William French Smith, 
has failed to keep his name clear of criminal 
allegations. While fatting short of charging 
him with outright fraud, the press indicated 


that he to ok ad vantage of loopholes in the tax 
laws’to shore up his private investments. 

The Washington Post said Thursday that 
«■ Smith received $50,000 ia cash compensa- 
tion when he quit his job on the board of a 
steel company to become attorney-general. 
Current Jurisprudence and government 
lawmakers have denounced these types of 
payments to government members. The Post 
said. 

The paper added that the compensation 
exceeded Smith’s earnings in the company 
over several years. An enquiry on the issue 
has been opened. But it was the scandal over 
Secretary of Labor Raymond Donovan’s 
alleged connections with organized crime 
which drew the capital's attention this week. 

An official enquiry has been opened to 
investigate charges that Donovan corrupted a 
building trades union delegate in 1977 when 
he was still employed by the Schiavone Con- 
struction Company. 

The Senate Labor Committee, chaired by 
Republican Orrin Hatch, which is also inves- 
tigating the case, learned last Tuesday that 
Schiavone had contracted private detectives 
to investigate the morality of members of the 
senate committee. 

It was not clear whether Donovan had a 
hand in hiring the private detectives although 
Senator Hatch indicated that the secretary of 
labor was clearly aware of the move. 


Filipino team overpowers hijacker 


MANILA, May 21 (AFP) — A Philippine 
commando team overpowered a grenade- 
toting World War II veteran who hijacked a 
Philippine airliner with 1 17 persons aboard 
early Friday shortly before it reached Cebu 
city, central Philippines, a military spokes- 
man said. 

Nobody was injured among the remaining 
84 passengers and five crew members as CoL 
Luther Custodio and his commandos over- 
powered Ray Yelayo, a disgruntled sugar 
planter, the spokesman added. All passen- 
gers and crew immediately scampered out of 
the PAL B AC-111 in Cebu City, 552 kms 
south of Manila. Velayo had already allowed 


28 passengers to leave the plane. 

CoL Custodio, commanding officer of the 
Elite Aviation Security Command, had ear- 
lier been allowed aboard the plane with 
Philippine Airlines Executive Vice-President 
'Martin Bunoan. Velayo issued five demands 
to the government, topped by “the lifting of 
media control, the respect of individual 
rights, freedom of speech and justice." 

He also asked the government to lift export 
taxes and restrictions on sugar and copra, to 
implement salary increases for school- 
teachers and to release $3.8 million to Philip- 
pine World War II veterans. 


U.K. ‘raiding units’ 
land on Falklands 


LONDON, May 21 (Agencies) — British 
"raiding parties’* landed on the Falkland 
Islands overnight, and 21 servicemen were 
presumed dead, killed accidentally, the 
Defense Ministry reported Friday. 

A mid-morning Defense Ministry 
announcement said raids by troops put 
ashore were continuing, accompanied by 
warship bombardment and Harrier jet- 
fighrer attacks. 

Ministry spokesman lan McDonald then 
announced: “Sadly, in the course of the trans- 
fer of personnel between ships in advance of 
these operations, a Royal Navy helicopter 
with 30 men on board met with an accident 
and ditched. Nine on board were rescued, 
one dead body was recovered, 20 are missing 
presumed dead." 

The raids followed Thursday’s collapse of 
the United Nations talks to avert war bet- 
ween Britain and Argentina over the islands 
Buenos Aires seized April 2. British sources 
said Thursday a “war of attrition" was about 
to begin. 

McDonald said of the raids: “Early indica- 
tions are that they are achieving their objec- 
tives. “Bombardment from ships in the task 
force continued in the vicinity of Port Stanley 
and other areas in east Falkland.” 

He said Harriers were attacking the Fox 
Bay area, which is the main Argentine of the 
other main island, west Falkland. 

McDonald said the British attack was 
against " Argentine military targets, including 
fuel and ammunition dumps and military 
stores.” 

In Buenos Aires, the Argentine high com- 
mand said Friday Argentine forces, resisting 
a British landing in the Falkland Islands, were 
in control of the situation. 

A communique said a British Sea Harrier 
had been downed during actions at San Car- 


los Bay. just east of the channel dividing he 
islands. The high command said that British 
forces landed at San Carlos Friday morning 
and faced resistance by Argentine troops. 

Military sources were quoted as saying the 
Argentine forces hud allowed the British 
ships to approach in order to favor a counter 
attack by air force and navy planes which was 
under way despite adverse weather condi- 
tions. 

The independent news agency Noticias 
Aroentinas quoted military spokesmen as 
saying two British frigates and three other 
craft w'ere virtually trapped in rhe channel 
and under air attack. It said one of the frigates 
had been seriously damaged. 

The agency said 250 British troops had 
reached the coast aboard 1 0 assault boats and 
were drawing fire from planes and ground 
forces. 

News of the first major British attack 
involving landing forces came a day after the 
collapse" of a mediation effort by United 
Nations Secretary-General Javier Perez de 
Cuellar. 

Argentine Foreign Minister Nicanor Costa 
Mendez said Thursday night he had received 
new peace proposals from Peruvian Presi- 
dent Fernando Belaunde Terry and Argen- 
tina was asking Perez de Cuellar to continue 
his mission. 

But Costa Mendez made clear that war 
seemed inevitable unless Britain changed its 
negotiating position. “War is not inevitable in 
any way but it would be if Britain stubbornly 
continued to maintain a politically, socially 
and economically senseless situation." he 
said. 

Meanwhile, the U.N. Security Council was 
called into public session Friday ( 1 830 GMT) 
to consider the Falklands conflict. 


U.S. trying to involve Egypt 
in Gulf war, Iranians claim 


BEIRUT, May 21 (AP) — Iran accused 
the United States Friday of seeking to bring 
Egypt into the Gulf war on Iraq's side against 
Iran and create a schism between the -Arab 
world and Iran. 

The charge coincided with a revelation by 
the semi-official Al-Ahnun newspaper in 
Cairo that Egypt has stepped up military 
assistance to Iraq to cope with Iran’s rapid 
battlefield gains, saying arms from Egypt's 
strategic reserve were supplied to the Iraqis. 
The two developments came on the day the 
war between the two states completed its 
19th month with neither Iran nor Iraq report- 
ing any major actions in the 483-kms battlef- 
ront. * 

“The new plot hatched by the United 
States is to send Egyptian troops to Iraq,” 
Ayatollah Khomeini* s heir apparent Ayatol- 
lah Hussein AJi Motazeri said in a speech be 
delivered at Qom. The speech was broadcast 
by the state-run Tehran radio and monitored 
m Beirut. “But even if the Egyptians come, 
they could only save the Iraqi army for a short 
while,’’ Montazeri said. He asserted that 


Iraqi President Saddam. Hussein's Socialist' 
Baath Party regime was bound to be over- 
thrown as a result of Iraq’s “inevitable 
defeat" in the war. 

Montazeri catted for an alliance between 
Iran and the Arab world to safeguard the 
Gulfs security, saying “the power of Islam 
and the power of oil, the lifeline of the West, 
could bring the United States and Israel to 
their knees.” 

Egypt, whose diplomatic and economic 
relations have been broken off with most of 
the Arab states because of its peace treaty 
with Israel, has also warned that an Iraqi loss 
would be bad for the Gulf. 

Iran has forced the Iraqis in a three-week 
offensive to abandon mosi of the areas they 
conquered in Iran’s southwestern province of 
Khuzistan in the early stages of the war to 
regroup for a showdown around the port city 
of Khorramshar, the last major Iraqi stron- 
ghold in Iranian territory. 

Al -Ahram ’s report did not spell out the 
kind of arms Egypt delivered to the Iraqis. 


Early Soviet-U.S. talks predicted 


MOSCOW, May 21 ( AP) — A Soviet fore- 
ign policy expert predicted Friday that Mos- 
cow and Washington will announce “very 
quickly" an agreement to reopen strategic 
arms reduction talks. 

Georgy A. Arbatov, director of the insti- 
tute of the United States and Canada, said in 
an interview with Cable News Network that a 
date for the talks was being discussed through 
diplomatic channels “just at this moment." 

“So we wifl have news about the final deci- 
sion when they will meet — I think very 
quickly,” Arbatov told the U.S. television 
network in Moscow. 

Asked if the announcement could be 
expected in the next few days, Arbatov said 
he did not know. But be added, “The discus- 
sion on this point has started and that is 


good." Soviet President Leonid I. * Brezhnev 
offered to resume strategic arms talks with 
the United States in a Kremlin speech last 
Tuesday, saying the negotiations should 
begin immediately and without any strings 
attached. 

President Ronald Reagan suggested in a 
speech May 9 that 'talks on limiting long- 
range nuclear weapons could get under way 
next month in Geneva, and suggested a one- 
third cut in nuclear warheads by both sides as 
a first step. Brezhnev, however, rejected 
Reagan's specific proposals on reducing the 
weapons as a ploy to give the L'nited States an 
advantage over the Soviet Union. He prop- 
osed instead a freeze on strategic weapons as 
soon as the talks begin. 
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New technique in solar 
water heating developed 


JEDDAH. May 21 — The King Abdul 
Aziz University s solar research team has 
made a b eakthrough in trial tests over a 
period of two years to develop a more 
energy-efficient solar water heaterwith fund- 
ings from the National Center for Science and 

Technologv. 

According to this week’s Saudi Business, 
Dr. Mehmet Akvurt. leader of the team, 
claims that the heat-pipe solar water heater is 
percent more efficient" than the conven- 
tional op ;n-Inop water heater now on the 
market. 

He says the hear pipe is a device that 
evaporates and condenses a pure fluid in a 
closed container to transfer heat from one 
region to another. The heat transfer effi- 
ciency is such that a heat pipe of one centime- 
ter diameter can transfer more than a 
thousand times the heat transferred by a solid 
copper rod of the same diameter, despite the 
high conducto itv ol the metal 


Akyun said the Russian researchers: Dor- 
niver Aircraft Co. of West Germany and 
Corning Glass Co. of the United States are 
notable among those who have used the heat 
pipe system. None of them has been success- 
ful in making a heat-pipe solar water heater 
as efficient as the open-loop system. The 
main reason, perhaps, is that the researchers 
tried to use individual heal pipes between the 
collector and the tank and a iorced circula- 
tion mainfold that cuts down the efficiency, 
he added. 

As estimated by the researchers, the new- 
solar heat-pipe water healer is not expected 
to cost more than the conventional variety. 

The results of the test were, however, beyond 
Akyurt’s expectations. He claimed that “the 
heat pipe system has an average of 50 percent 
higher efficiency than the open system, which 
is the most energy-efficient heat according to 
the current state of solar technology."

JEDDAH. May 21 — A trade mission 
from Alberta. Canada, headed by E.R.W. 
Lack, assistant deputy minister for economic 
development, government of Alberta, holds 
a meeting with members of Dammam 
Chamber of Commerce Saturday. 

Michael Ellis, first secretary (commercial) 
at the Canadian embassy. ia\dArabNews Fri- 
day that the six-member team was to arrive 
Friday night at Dhahran on a week’s visit to 
the Kingdom. The group will attend a Cana- 
dian businessmen's lunch after meeting with 
officials of the chamber of commerce Satur- 
day. 

The team consists of three manufacturers 
of equipment required by the petroleum and 
gas industry: one representative each of 
manufacturer of prefab houses and camps, 
sulphur polymer used in concrete and asphalt- 
and resort development, health planning and 
management consultant. 


He said the mission will visit Aramco May 
23 and Jubail on the following day to see 
SABIC projects in particular and industrial 
developments in the area in general. The 
members will make individual contacts as 
some of them are seeking to appoint agents, 
he added. 

Ellis said that trade between the Kingdom 
and Canada is increasing rapidly. Import of 
petroleum products from Saudi Arabia has 
nearly doubled from SI billion in 1979 to 
Sl.S billion in 1981. The exports from 
Canada also increased from S200 million in 
1979 ro S260 million in jySO (30 percent, 
increase land further to S375 million in 1981.- 
registering an additional jump of about 50 
percent. Nearly &0 percent of 1981 export 
was of manufactured goods, he added. 

Major items of exports to Saudi Arabia 
include trucks. cars and its parts: lumber; 
electric wire and cables: prefabricated build- 
ings: aircraft and its parts; telecommunica- 
tion equipment and steel products. Ellis said. 
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RIYADH, May 21 (SPA) — The Gulf 
Cooperation Couacil (GCC) ministers of 
commerce will hold a two-day meeting, 
starting Monday, to discuss ways of coor- 
dinating trade exchanges among the six 
member states and with other Arab and 
world countries. 

According to Al-Jadrah newspaper, 

the next step to be discussed by the meet- 
ing, due to be held in Taif, will be to seek a : 
kind of economic integration in this 
respect among Saudi Arabia, the United 
Arab Emirates. Bahrain, Qatar. Oman 
and Kuwait. 

The meeting will be chaired by the 
Saudi minister of commerce. Dr. Soliman 
Al-Solaim, and attended, among others, 
by GCC Secret ary- General Abdullah 
Bishara. 

The paper quoted the Saudi undersec- 
retary of commerce, Abdul Rahman 
Al-Zamil, as saying: "We are working 
under joint Arab agreements to abolish 
the barriers between the Gulf states and 
other Arab countries.” He said further 
that "we are also seeking to activate capi- 
tal and labor and other productive forces 
in the Arab and Gulf societies alike." 

According to the same paper, questions 
to be discussed at the meeting included 
Gulf investment prospects and encourag- 
ing the inflow to Gulf funds into member 
L states.

The facilities sought by the United States 
are for transit by the Rapid Deployment 
Force.

As Draper meets Wazzan 

Fighting erupts in W. Beirut 


BEIRUT. May 21 (AP) — Street fighting 
erupted in west Beirut Friday while Ameri- 
can envoy Morris Draper met se parately w ith 
Lebanon's president and prime minister con- 
cerning tension in South Lebanon. 

Draper njer lirst with President Elias Sar- 
kis at the presidential palace. The American 
held talks later in the morning with Prime 
Minister Shafik Wazzan . Factional fight- 
ing. punctuated by a rocket- propelled gre- 
nade exploding in the air over where Draper 
was meeting Wazzan. broke out about four 
blocks from the prime minister's olfice. 

Draper was in the interior ministry when 
the nearby crackle of automatic weapons 


exchanges sent people in the Sanayeh neigh- 
borhood fleeing lor cover. The rightist 
"Voice of Lebanon” radio station said the 
gunplay was between two Kurdish groups. 
There was no way ol telling at the scene who 
was fighting whom. 

Draper emerged about JO minutes after 
the battles appeared to shift away from rhe 
area. “We had very good talks." he said 
before ducking into his motorcade. 

Draper was to meet later with Foreign 
Minister Fuad Butros. with whom he held 
talks Thursday night, then go to Damascus 
for discussions with Syrian President Hafez 
Assad. 
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WASHINGTON, May 21 (AFP} — 
Moroccan Prime Minister Muhammad 
Boucetta said Thursday that he planned to 
go to Cairo soon, but added that it was 
premature to raise the possibility of Egypt's 
participation in a resumed Arab summit. 

Boucetta. who is in the United States with 
King Hassan of Morrocco, told a press con- 
ference that his talks in Egypt would con- 
cern the admission of the self-proclaimed 
Sahrawi Arab Democratic Republic 
(SADR} to the Organization of African 
Unity. 

But if the Middle East crisis and inter- 
Arab relations were raised in the talks. "I 
will be neither deaf nor dumb," Boucetta 
said, adding that Rabat considered that“bv 
ihe recovery of the Sinai, Egypt has made 
an important and positive step on which we 
congratulate President Hosni Mubarak." 

But Boucetta attacked Zaire for deciding 
to renew its diplomatic relations with Israel. 
“It is even more unjustifiable since Zaire 


wants ■ to open its embassy in occupied . 
Jerusalem.” he asserted. ...... 

Boucetta said that the Arab summit could 
resume in October, about a year after it was 
adjourned because of differences among 
Arab states over the so-called Fahd peace 
plan for the Middle East but it was too early 
to consider whether Egypt would partici- 
pate. 

In Cairo, Egyptian Foreign Minister 
Kama! Hassan Alf Thursday said his coun- 
try had not been officially informed about a 
reported visit by Boucetta. 

"We absolutely* have no official word on 
the visit," AJi told Reuters.

RABAT. May 21 (Rj — Members of the 
Moroccan government Thursday rejected 
accusations by Amnesty International that 
Rabat had violated human rights, saying the 
London-based organization was in collusion 
with people hostile to Morocco. 

At a meeting with journalists, the secretary 
of state for foreign affairs. Abdulhaq Tazi, 
said the publication of Amnesty's report 
Tuesday had been deliberately timed to coin- 
cide with King Hassan's arrival in Washing- 
ton on an official visit. 

- Mahjoubi Aherdan, minister of coopera- 
tion. said the coincidence" demonstrates col- 
lusion with people hostile to Morocco who 
are irying ro harm Morocco. '* Driss Basri, 
minister of the interior, said in a prepared 
statement the human rights organization 
" sets itself up more and more and manifestly 
as the defender of people convicted under the 
(Moroccan) law simply because it is not its 


law. *' 

He distributed a report on the exercise of 
civil liberties in Morocco, stressing it was an 
open, multi-party state based on a constitu- 
tional monarchy and parliamentary democ- 
racy. 

Basri said Morocco had an independent 
judiciary which upheld freedom for the press, 
political parties, trade unions and religion 
and legal guarantees. Referring to political 
and military prisoners mentioned in the 
Amnesty report, Basri said in his prepared 
statement that “ any violent attempts by a 
minority are condemned by the law. ’* 

He said Amnesty International was given 
freedom to investigate the situation, and 
allowed to contact civil and judicial 
authorities and visit prisoners. But, Basri 
said, it ** is only interested in reprehensible 
acts without of course taking into account the 
information presented to it. **

BAHRAIN, May 21 (R) — Bahrain’s high 
court has deferred until Saturday its verdia 
on 73 persons tried in secret on charges of 
involvement in an alleged Iranian-backed 
coup attempt, government officials and 
defense lawyers here said. 

The civilian high court of appeal had been 
scheduled to deliver the verdict Thursday but 
no official announcement was made and no 
explanation was available for the postpone- 
ment. 


Defense lawyers said, however, that the 


three judges needed more time for delibera- 
tion. The trial began March 1 3 in a prison m a 
remote fishing village. 

The prosecution has said it would seek the 
death sentence for ail the defendants, mostly 
Bahrainis charged with crimes against state 
security in cooperation with an unnamed 
foreign power. All have been charged with 
belonging to a secret organization and with 
illegal possession of arms and explosives. 

The government said it had foiled the coup 
■attempt a few days before it was to be carried 
out' Dec. 16.

Britain is sorely disappointed with the stand 
taken by its European allies on its crisis with 
Argentina over the Falkiands. The decision, hotly 
contested by Britain, was that the Europeans will 
extend their sanctions against Argentina for one 
week more only, instead of the hoped for month. 

The most effective element in the European 
stand was the position taken by both the Republic 
of Ireland and Italy. The Irish, with their long his- 
tory of struggle against Britain, have little 
enthusiasm for a cause involving the restoration of a 
British “ possession, " while Italy has demographic 
and economic links with Argentina which go a long 
way back. 

British Foreign Secretaiy Francis Pym and 
Defense Secretary Nott argued the case for Britain, 
insisting that Mrs. Thatcher’s government has done 
all that could be reasonably expected of it in order 
to avoid a purely military solution, and that the 
responsibility for further hostilities will be that of 
Argentina. 

The European reaction, however, was not merely 
to cut the period of further sanctions to only one 
week, but to insist that a peaceful solution has to be 
found. Thus Britain, while girding itself for the pos- 
sibility of an all-out conflict with Argentina, finds 
itself suddenly and embarrassingly alone — except 
of course for the United States, where the old “ spe- 
cial relationship ” appears still to count.

Deng consolidates power base

PEKING — 

Chinese Communist Party Deputy Chairman 
Deng Xiaoping appears to have significantly con- 
solidated his grip on power in China over the past 
few weeks, diplomatic analysts said here. The dip- 
lomats based their analysis on developments that 
followed the recent publication of a draft constitu- 
tion, the government reshuffle and changes in the 
Communist Party administration. These have led to 
“a clear consolidation of Mr. Deng's line”, a West- 
ern diplomat said. . 

However, Deng, 78. and his leadership team still 
must strengthen their control over the army and the 
provincial administration, he added.. ... . 

A section of the : array still has misgivings about 
the gradual abandonment of the Maoist tradition, 
which gave the army a prominent role in- national 
life. Also, analysts are curious to see how the most 
spectacular reforms announced in the draft con- 
stitution will work out in practice. 

The draft law, although based largely on institu- 
tions dating from before the Cultural Revolution, 
nonetheless provides for tbe creation of an entirely 
new body in China, a Central Military Council. 

Another change is the reinstitution of the post of 


tbe chairman of the state, abandoned by Mao with 
tbe purging of its last incumbent, Uu Shaoqi — 
Mao’s most dangerous rival — at the end of the 
1960s. 

The future chairman of tbe state, a post which 
Deng has repeatedly declined despite the recom- 
mendations of several of his associates, will not be 
the army chief. 

Under tbe present constitution, tbe Chinese 
Army, numerically the world's biggest with more 
than four million soldiers, is under the control of 
Deng as chairman of the Communist Party’s Milit- 
ary Commission. The new constitution stipulates 
that the army be led by the Central Military Coun- 
cil. Many analysts expect that the post of tbe chief of 
the council,'which will come under the government 
and not -the pirty, Will'bfc' assumed ■’by 1 Deng. * ,l! *• 

. ’ ’ Diplomatic analysts sard the recent government- 
and party administrative reshuffle had a double 
function — consolidation of the Deng leadership^ s 
grip on power and preparation for Deng’s succes- 
sion. 

In 1 980, Deng — who was twice ' purged by Mao 
— managed to replace Premier Hua Guofeng, a 
man chosen by Mao Tse-Tung as his successor 
before his death, with his own protege, Zhao 
Ziyang. ' 


Last year, Hua was also made to give up his post 
of party chairman in favor of another of Deng’s 
associates, Hu Yaobang. Hua was demoted to the 
place of the seventh and last party deputy chairman. 

The reshuffle of ministerial posts has been gener- 
ally interpreted as an indication that the Deng lead- 
ership is increasing its power. It has crushed rumors 
stirred up by the five-week absence of Deng early 
this year that his power might be declining. The 
simultaneous reshuffle in the CCP Central Commit- 
tee also led to the removal of Hua from the leader- 
ship of the party school. 

The administration reform is aimed at eliminat- 
ing politically unsound dements, particularly those 
recruited during th^ Cultural Revolution. Those 
l now make up half, of thcj_39 qu&ion^p&ty members'.

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Gulf war ends Egypt’ s political isolation

LONDON — 

Reluctantly but inexorably Egypt is being sucked 
into the Gulf war. Many Arabs believe that only an 
Egyptian intervention — or at the very least the 
threat of one — can now stave off an Iranian vic- 
tory. Egypt is already supplying arms and munitions 
to Iraq, litis sort of aid will be intensified, according 
to reliable sources. 

A much closer Egyptian involvement in the war 
effort could follow shortly. It is expected to take the 
form of logistical back-up for the Iraqi armies, 
including help with supply lines at every level, 
repair and maintenance workshops, road building, 
and the many other special bt services a fighting 
army requires and in which Egyptian skills outstrip 
Iraq's. 

In the event of Iran carrying the war into Iraqi 
territory the Egyptian Air Force could be called 
upon to provide air cover, bur there would be great 
reluctance on Egypt’s pan to provide front-line 
troops. 

Egypt, according to well-informed sources, does 
not believe that a military solution favorable to the 
Arabs is now possible. Its diplomatic effort is there- 
fore directed to bringing the war to an end as 
quickly as possible by making dear to Iran that it 
will interveuce if Iran crossed the international 
frontier. 

But if Egypt hopes its role can be confined to 


deterrence and containment rather than active par- 
ticipation, the countries most immediately 
threatened" by the war fear deterrence will not be 
enough. 

In recent secret exchanges, some Arab states 
have called on Egypt to help shore up Iraq and have 
made it clear that they would be prepared to finance 
whatever help Egypt could give. 

Alarm on the Arab shores of the Gulf is running 
high as Iran chalks up more military successes and 
utters ever more explicit warnings to Kuwait against 
supporting Iraq. One fact that the Arabs have to 
face is that Iraq can no longer play its role as buffer 
against Iranian power. The only country with suffi- 
cient weight to protect them is Egypt. 

These rapidly escalating moves have in effect 
ended Egypt’s political isolation from the Arab 
world of the last three years. Questions of how 
Egypt might be brought back into the fold and how 
this delicate diplomatic business might be managed 
have become meaningless under the pressures of 
war. 

Uonically Iraq, which led the campaign against 
Egypt for its peace treaty with Israel, is now peti- 
tioning for Egyptian aid. Iraqi Airways last week 
resumed commercial flights to Cairo interrupted in 
November 1978, and an "important Iraqi personal- 
ity” is expected shortly in the Egyptian capitaL 

There is considerable satisfaction among Egyp- 
tians at this turn of events, with doors opening wide 


for them and others doing the wooing. But 
involvement in the Gulf war would be highly 
unpopular with tbe Egyptian man in the street. 

For one thing, he is still wailing for the fruits of 
peace and has no stomach for another war. The 
Iranian front is a distant battlefield for which he* 
feels no emotional or historic attachment. He 
knows that Iraq started the war — that same Iraq 
which put Egypt in tbe doghouse and tried to sup- 
plant it as leader of the Arab world. 

Egypt is not alone in believing that the real 
danger posed by Khomeini is yet to come; that in 
three years tbe Iran revolution's power has not 
diminished but rather, in spite of massive blood- 
letting at home and at tbe front, has greatly 
increased. Tbits Egypt’s growing part in the fraq- 
Iran war is dictated as much by geo-political self- 
interest as by a fortuitous occasion to re-enter Arab 
affairs by the main gate. 

Mubarak and his government have been prepar- 
ing Egyptian public opinion to recognize the need 
for Egypt to get involved. Last week Mubarak said: 
“I want to make it clear that Egypt win not accept 
any tampering with tbe security and territorial 
integrity of the Arab states in the Gulf.” . 

His war minister. Field Marshal Ghazalah, went 
further, dedaring that Egypt's security was linked 
with the security of the Guff and that Egypt bad to 
have deterrent forces able to intervene if necessary.

I see from the Arab News of May 10 that Inter- 
ior Minister Prince Naif has called on nationals and 
expatriates alike to ensure the success of the natio- 
nwide traffic week by driving carefully and observ- 
ing traffic regulations.

Most bad driving and subsequent accidents are 
-• caused by impatience qnd when you have many care 
*• 'on the toads particularly in towns where traffic '-gets 
more congested, you get more impatience budding 
up. ; 

At the period of waiting at traffic lights (which is 
longer than in my country) people start to creep 
forward, rather like a Grand Prix start, so that those 
in front cannot see the lights when they change and 
■ those behind then start blowing their horns madly 
because they are being held up! If everyone was 
more patient and stayed where they were until the 
lights changed, peace would reign. 

As it rains a lot in my country, we are welt prepa- 
red for driving on wet roads, but here after long 
periods of dry weather even a small shower of rain 
can make roads very dangerous. The buildup of 
rubber from tires makes conditions very bad with 
just a little water and one needs twice the distance 
to stop. So in wet weather one should drive much 
farther from the car in front of him. 

One must respect pedestrians and animals, even 
if the former are not on an official crossing. They 
may be very young or very old or even deaf. 

But in the end it all comes back to patience. Often 
on a long journey at home I have seen a car pass me 
driving badly, overtaking dangerously, passing on 
the wrong side just to get on more quickly, and 
when the traffic slows up, perhaps 10 kms ahead, I 
see him only 2 or 3 cars further on. Has he really 
achieved anything? AD these faults are internabo- 
naL not merely confined to this countrv- 

I congratulate the Saudi Arabian authorities on 
their efforts to make the roads of this beautiful 
country safer for everyone.

Tribal women defy Indian army in Manipur

NEW DELHI — 

Thousands of women are demonstrating their 
power against the Indian army in the eastern state 
of Manipur where insurgency is threatening gov- 
ernment rule. The insurgency is aimed at carving a 
free stare out of Manipur which has hardly 25 mil- 
lion inhabitants, majority of whom are Christians, 
English-speaking and Western-oriented with 100 
percent literacy’. 

Although it is probable that not all of the women 
share this secessionist aim. they have apparently 
been angered by the often drastic counter- 
insurgency measures resorted to by the army. What 
they are. in fact, protesting is the violation of human 
rights such as the sudden arrests and the harsh 
manner in which suspects are dealt with. 

The influential daily The Hindu of Madras has 
reported that tbe women patrol the streets of 
Imphal, the state capital, during the nigh 1 10 prevent 
troops from arresting suspected rebels. 

The tribal women have ignored an appeal aired 
on radio by the Manipur government to stay home 
nighttime, and to stop interfering in state politics. 
But despite assurances by the governor that no 
innocent person would be arrested or harassed, the 
tribal housewives are not convinced. They have 
launched a crusade against the security forces, and 
are demanding the repeal of the Aimed Forces Act 
of 195S now being enforced in Manipur. According 


to them, the army has already killed six insurgents 

while in custody. 

Curiously, women who patrol the streets do not 
demonstrate with banners, nor do they seem to 
have any political connections. Among their ranks 
are grandmothers and even schoolgirls. The 
strategy is to base small groups of some 50 women . 
each on street corners. They carry lanterns and 
torches because security forces have ordered a 
blackout on rhe capital of ImphaL 

The blackout is designed to prevent insurgents 
from attacking government buildings and army cats 
during the night, but the women’s torches render 
this ineffective. So daring have the women become- 
that they insist on stopping and checking all army 
vehicles. A report says that if a suspected insurgent 
is held in the vehicle, tbe women would cot clear the 
way until he is released. 

According to another report, 300 women 
demonstrators grabbed early this year suspected 
rebels from custody when they heard their cries. 
The soldiers tried to scare the women by firing into 
the air, after which they charged into the group 
.armed with canes. But the women stood their 
ground, forcing the soldiers to hand over the sus- 
pects who were to be questioned for being security 
•risks. 

Array officials concede that it is impossible for 
them to deal with the women when they surround 
their vehicles from, all sides. Some of the women 


would even lie on tbe road. A woman leader 
explained this pervasive defiance: “Our sons, hus- 
bands and relations have- been tortured and killed 
by the army. We will not allow such things to hap- 
pen again. Let tbe army shoot us down if they want 
to.” 

Women sympathizers of the rebels also visit col- 
leges, homes and schools distributing anti-military 
pamphlets. Fears have been expressed that this 
heightening activism among the women could 
prompt the army to take drastic measures of sup- 
pression, even against the women and children 
themselves. 

A senior official in Imphal acknowledged that tbe 
women have ceased to be merely an inconvenience: 
"The women’s movement is a real roadblock to 
counter-insurgency. It is becoming increasingly dif- 
ficult for army personnel to move around and get 
hold of the rebels. Many of the insurgents have been 
trained by Chinese and other Communist instruc- 
tors in the neighboring districts of Burma. 
Insurgency can hardly be controlled if women are 
not persuaded to stop." 

The urban guerrilla phenomenon has been 
described as being almost like that of the Irish 
Republican Army insurgency in Northern Ireland: 
Very tittle is heard about army operations in India, 
but it is true that government troops are falling prey 
to the booby traps planted by urban guerrillas, 
among other tactics. (Deptimew^ '

Plaid Cymru is not strong in densely- 
populated industrial south Wales, a major 
center for coal mining and steel production, 
where English is predominant. 

Historian David Smith of University Col- 
lege. Cardiff, stressed the people of south 
Wales soil feel Welsh. 

**Are the Americans non- American 
because they speak English? You don’t have 
to express Welsh identity through the Welsh 
language,** he said. 

“The nationalists are so anxiously defen- 
sive about the period of their language, that 
some fail to look at the interests of the com- 
munity heritage . English speakers shouldn't 
be written off as half-men,” he said. 

Depopulation called by holiday homes and 
mass emigration from rural areas to more 
prosperous regions has contributed to the 
decline of the Welsh language but another 
cause has een television. 

Although there has been Welsh language 
broadcasting for many years, it has been the 
poor relation of English, with low budget 
program often shown outside peak viewing 
hours. 

Gwynfor Evans, the former president of 
Plaid Cymru said, 

. “Television is tremendously powerful and 
without Welsh programs there would be no 
hope for the language.”

CARDIFF, Wales. (R) — Radical 
nationalists have reduced more than 60 cot- 
tages to smouldering ruin in-remote parts of 
Wales in a three-year arson campaign which 
has yet to claim a life. 

Several mysterious groups have claimed 
responsibility for the campaign against Engl- 
ish people who buy holiday homes m scenic, 
but underdeveloped areas of the mountain- 
ous principality, which was formally joined to 
England in 1536. 

Welsh nationalism is nothing new. In The 
Middle Ages there were bloody wars bet- 
ween locgl rebels and armies from England. 

In the' last 20 years, both moderate and 
extreme wings of the movement have been 
particularly active. 

.Radicals have planted bombs in official 
buildings, some here in the Welsh capital. 
The British royal family, especially Prince 
Charles, who carries the title Prince of Wales, 
is often met by noisy but normally peaceful 
de m onsrra tors. 

But. fire bombs were discovered and 
defused on the royal route when the prince 
toured Wales with his new bride last October. 

Arsonists have always attacked cottages 
when they are empty, not only to avoid injur- 
ing or killing people but also to emphasize 
they are unoccupied. Outsiders normally use 
their second homes only at weekends and' 
during holidays but they push up property 
prices beyond the reach of young Welsh 
families. 

.-Local people have to join long waiting lists 
for municipal accommodation or leave the 
area altogether and this arouses resentment. 

. Dafydd Witley, a nationalist member of 
the British Parliament, said: “Arson doesn't 
solve any housing shortage but this is a local 
problem.*’ In some villages in bis north Wales 
constituency, 40 percent of houses belong to 
outsiders, he said. 

A lack of permanent residents forces local 
schools and shops to close. “The futureof the 
village community is being eroded," Wigley 
said. 

This trend has affected rural parts of Eng- 
land and Scotland also but there the reaction 
has not been so violent. The difference, say 
Welsh residents is that the “invasion” here 
not only upsets a community but also a cul- 
ture.

Australia, South Korea 
promote trade relations

SEOUL. (R) — Australian Prime Minister 
Malcolm Fraser's visit to South Korea under- 
lines the importance of this Asian nation of 
nearly 39 million persons to the market 
strategy of Australian exporters. 

Described as nearly developed. South 
Korea is the seventh largest purchaser of 
Australian exports in the world and the third 
in Asia behind Japan and China. 

Diplomatic relations have been good since 
North . Korea expelled members of 
Australia's Pyongyang mission in late 1975, 
after an eight month honeymoon when Can- 
berra enjoyed the rare position of having . 
accredited representatives in both Seoul and 
the Communist capital. 

Diplomatic sources said Pyongyang had 
recently made fresh approaches in a bid to 
strengthen ties, which are technically 
described as interrupted. 

But Canberra is still smarting over the 
expulsion, when its diplomats were bundled 
on to a train for Peking as the station’s louds- 
peakers blasted them with diatribes against 
Australia. 


.The trade balance is three to one in our 
. favor at the moment, an Australian spokes- 
man said.** It is basically up to the Koreans to 
develop their own market in Australia." 

Australian exports of coking coal to South 
Korea's Pohang Iron and Steel Company 
(POSCO) were worth 1.8 billion last year, 
nearly $56 million more than in 1980. 

The spokesman said “over the next four or 
five years about 70 percent of KEPCO’s (The 
Korean Electric Power Company) steaming 
coal will also come from Australia.” 

“Next year, all being well, Australia will 
start supplying coal for South Korea's nuclear 
power plants,” he added. 

South Korea is expected to raise with 
Fraser its concern at the disruption of its coal 
supplies due to labor unrest and subsequent 
bottlenecks ar the coaling ports of Newcastle 
and Port Kembla. diplomatic sources said. 

This has forced South Korea to buy steam- 
ing coal from South Africa in the spot market 
where the price is cheaper, the sources added. 

Australia also has the monopoly of beef 
supplies at the moment. After import restric- 
tions were relaxed last year Australia saw the 
value of its meat trade soar to $76.8 million

progress toward normalization without a 
North Korean explanation of the reasons for 
the rift, which Australia assumes stemmed 
from Canberra's voting against a pro-North

Australian missionaries have been active in 
Korea since the IS90s. but their vocal con- 
cern for human rights and the fate of South 
Korean dissidents has been tempered by stu- . 
deni riots and the Kwangjn uprising when 
Australian dockers threatened to boycott 
Korean ships. 

Canberra has also made clear that it will 
not renew diplomatic ties with the Commun- 
ist’ north until Pyongyang begins a sensible 
dialogue with Seoul and lets some of its 
Communist allies such as China and the 
Spvict Union recognize South Korea. 

On the trading side South Korea seems 
prepared reluctantly to accept the enormous 
imbalance in Australia’s favor, the result of 
the apparently limitless need of Korean man- 
ufacturers for Australian raw materials and 
the small Australian market for South 
Korean goods. ■ , 

• Australia is the fifth largest supplier of 
goods in value terms to the Korean, market, 
behind Japan, the United States and major 
oil producers.

AMSTERDAM (R) — Disagreement 
over U.S. foreign policy and Dutch indecision 
over accepting new nuclear missiles have stra- 
ined U.S.-Dutch relations, but the flow of 
•guilders into North America is at record lev- 
els. Festivities to celebrate 200 years of unbr- 
oken diplomatic relations have been marred 
by protests which have caused outrage within 
the U.S. community here. 

A miniature replica of the White House 
painstakingly built over 26 years as part of 
the bicentennial celebrations was ransacked 
in a protest against plans to site new U.S. 
nuclear missiles in the Netherlands as part of 
a NATO plan. 

The U.S. consulate in Amsterdam remains 
dosed after being damaged in March in riot- 
ing aver U.S.- policy in El Salvador. 

• ■'Bul ttespite the fnction.Buteh inv< 
inlfe United ‘States has risen- sharply in rec- 
ent years and according to businessmen and 
finandal analysts it shows no signs of abating. 

The latest issue to strain U.S.-Dutch relat- 
ions focused on demonstrations opposite the 
closed consulate, a tribute to four Dutchmen 
killed with **40,000 Salvadoreans.” 

Despite an outcry from the U.S. commun- 
ity, city authorities spent several weeks discu- 
ssing what to do with a display before remov- 
ing it to another location. 

Government policy is to play down the pro- 
tests. Prime Minister Andies Von Agt said at 
a friendship dinner 

“No demonstrations or activities by badly 
informed, deeply biased people will prevent 
us from maintaining and strengthening ties 
with the United States.” 

But diplomats say the government remains 
highly sensitive to public opinion. 

A huge anti-nuclear rally here last year was 
one of the causes of the government’s contin- 
ued inability to decide whether to accept new 
missiles, they say. 

The Netherlands was a warm supporter of 
NATO but its failure to take a firm decision 
on the missiles has irked the United States. 

U.S. defense strategists were also angry 
that a trial NATO munitions supply route 
had to be abandoned following attacks by 
militant pacifists. 

However Dutch businessmen investing in 
the United States say the tensions, felt acut- 
ely by the U.S. community here, have not 
affected their business relations with Ameri- 
can counterparts. 

While badges and posters criticize the 
morality of U.S. policies, statistics show that 
confidence in the United States as a bastion 
of free enterprise has risen since the 1 970s. 

Dutch investment shot up to S 1 6 billion in 


1980 from six billion dollars just four years 
before. 

“The Netherlands is now the top foreign 
investor in the United States — a clear sign of 
Dutcb confidence in our country and its fut- 
ure," President Reagan said in a bicentennial 
speech. The economic ties have a long hist- 
ory.” 

Dutch merchants of the 1 7th century were 
active in America, in a characteristically 
shrewd move in 1626. Dutchman Pieter 
Minuit clinched an historic real estate deal by 
buying Manhattan Island from the Indians 
for $24. 

In the 1 8th century loans from the Nether- 
lands helped the young American republic 
win its War of Independence against Britain. 

Ties of a more emotional nature were for- 
med in this century. Many older Dutchmen 
remember the Americans as liberators from 
• the Second World War German occupation 
and the United States played a significant 
part in rebuilding the Dutch economy after 
the war. 

On Liberation Day. which commemorates 
the ending of the German occupation by All- 
ied forces, flowers were left on barricades 
surrounding the closed Amsterdam consulate 
along with banners reading: "America thank 
you for our freedom" and “America — prot- 
ector of the free world.” 

The move reflects a growing wave of pro- 
American reaction to the recent spate of 
anti- American protests and demonstrations. 

After the postwar economic recovery 
which owed so much to American dollars, it 
was not surprising that when the Dutch gove- 
rnment began to encourage investment abr- 
oad in order to stabilize the Guilder, invest- 
ors were told they should look first to the 
United States. 

Dutch businessmen were attracted by high 
U.S. productivity levels and the large market 
the country offered. 

The major Dutch multi-nationals spearhe- 
aded what became a virtual spending spree, 
with Royal Dutch Shell concluding the larg- 
est single deal when its subsidiary bought 
Belridge Oil for $3.5 billion. 

Unilever, the Anglo-Dutch food company, 
purchased National Starch and Chemical for 
S4S5 million and the electronics giant Philips 
reinforced its U.S. imeresrs by buying Magn- 
avox. 

Insurance companies, investment funds 
and a host of smaller companies followed the 
path of the multi-nationals across the Atlan- 
tic. 

However, some commentators have said 
that the billions of Guilders invested in the 
United States could have been used to com- 
bat unemployment here, now running at rec- 
ord levels. 


Common Third World problem 

Cameroun program aims 
to house poor, unskilled

DOUALA, Cameroun, ( R) — Cameroun 
has launched an ambitious land redistribu- 
tion program that could bring hope to 
thousands of poor urban families now- 
squeezed into squalid "bidonvilles" or shan- 
ties. 

The radical plan, which began without fan- 
fare at the capital of Yaounde, could be a 
blue-print for other Third World countries 
whose cities are dangerously swollen. 

In common with many developing nations. 
Cameroun is faced with the enormous and 
worsening problem of housing armies of 
poor, young and unskilled rural workers who 
flock to the cities each year. 

The disco\er> of offshore oil here has 
turned cities like Yaounde and Douala. the 
economic capital into magnets for the rural 
poor seeking jobs with one of the many 
European or American firms rushing to set 
up here. 

Rents in Douala have trebled in (he past 
five years, rising much faster than salaries, 
and most of the new arrivals do not have the 
sophisticated skills required by companies 
hiring staff. 

** It's getting so a Camerounian can’t live in 
Douala anymore." complained the director 
of a small business. 

The new government program, targeted 
initially on Douala and Yaounde — whose 
population of 500,000 is expected to quadru- 
ple by the year 2000 — aims to change all 
that. 

Briefly, the plan calls for the government 
to subsidise the preparation of uninhabited 
tacts of land on the outskirts of the tw o cities. 

The Mission d’ Amenagement ei 
d'Equipement des Terrains Urbains el 
Ruraux (Maetur). a government agency, will 
clear the land, lay roads and install basic 
utilities like power, water and sewerage — 
normally lacking in the bidonvilies. 

Maetur then sells the land, parceled into 
plots of various size, to applicants meeting a 
series of conditions. The smallest lots, for 
example, are available only to single people 
earning less than 500.000 CFA francs (about 
SI ,660) a year. For couples and families the 
income ceiling is slightly raised. 

Applicants must agree to build on the sites 
within three years of purchase and to person- 


ally occupy their house within five years. 
People who already own land in the city are 
ineligible. 

Prices of the lots at Biyem-Assi One. out- 
side Yaounde, range from 570.000 to 1.6 
million CFA francs ($1,825 to $5,320). and 
buyers are expected to pay up within four 
months of their acceptance in the scheme. 

But here again the government lends a 
hand. 

"Someone making 50,00(1 francs ($170) a 
month is eligible for a loan of two million 
francs ($6,650). repayable over 1 5 years at a 
rate of 3.5 percent.” explained an official of 
Credit Foneier, another government body 
that lends money to low-income earners. 

The official said response has been impres- 
sive. When the sales began at Btvem-Assi. 
she said the 900 Jots were oversubscribed, 
forcing the govern inem to stage a lottery. 

The rush was predictable, however, 
because similar lots sold privately would have 

cost two or three times as much. 

In Douala. whose population of more than 
one million is growing by 10 percent a year, 
the first sale under the new plan is expected in 
the next few months. And within I S months 
about 15.000 lots will he ready at another 
tract. 

But the Maetur plan is not without hitches 
nor will it solve all Cameroun’ s housing prob- 
lems. Local traditional leaders in Douala. for 
example, have grumbled that common land 
taken by Maetur is really theirs through 
heritage. 

And the strict income ceilings .mean many 
middle income earners arc still at the mercy 
of arbitrary rent increases in a tight housing 
market. 

But even those problems may work them- 
selves out. Maetur is committed to inde- 
mnifying owners whose land is purchased for 
the new plan, according to an official. 

While rents here would stagger a European 
or American city dweller — villas run as 
much as one million francs ($3,325) a month 
and apartments up to 600.000 (about 
$2,000) overbuilding in recent years has 
slowed the increase. 

With the lowest income groups progres- 
sively removed from the rental competition 
under the new scheme, other prices arc likely 
to stabilize as well.

U.K.ship makes last voyage

BAHRAIN, ( R) — Captain Robert Pearce 
will signal the end of the last British passen- 
ger ship in the world on a regular deep-sea 
run when he stands on the bridge later this 
month and swings the engine telegraph to full 

ahead , 2 . • 

■ Deepbelowrhe deserted decks, chief engi- 
neer John Smith will power up theDwarka’s 
museum-piece engines for the last time and 
the elderly ship will surge onto a beach in 
Pakistan. 

"Then we'll climb down a rope ladder onto 
the sand and walk away. The scrap merchants 
will take over," Captain Pearce said. 

Th eDwarka ’s demise comes 35 years after 
it left the builder’s yard in Newcastle Upon 
Tyne. England, to chart a course it has follo- 
wed ever since, from India and Pakistan acr- 
oss the Arabian Sea and up the Gulf. 

The 4.5 25 -ion vessel, her once-crisp white 
paint faded and streaked with rust, has fallen 
victim to age and competition from air travel. 

But this month, on her last voyage from 
Kuwait at the head of the Gulf to Karachi and 
Bombay, the "Qeen of the Gulf’ has seen a 
glimmer of the glamor of her former years. 

Dressed overall and packed with 
nostalgia-seeking passengers. iheDwarka has 
been feted by local merchants and the shipp- 
ing community in each port. In bahrain, Brit- 
ish Ambassador Roger Tomkys bade farew- 
ell to a relic of a bygone age. 

The thousand or so passengers who filled 
the cabins or jostled for a few feet of deck 
space in the cheapest sections revived memo- 
ries of the heyday of the Dwarka, named after 
a town in west India. 

In the now-faded elegance of an oak- 
panelled dining room and lounge, families of 
the Gulf would eat and relax on their way to 
the subcontinent. On the top deck, the first 
class passengers would play tombola or race 
wooden horses. . 

Below decks. Indian and Pakistani laborers 
would doze on dedding rolls and endure blis- 
tering temperatures that could exceed 120 
degrees Fahrenheit (49 Centigrade) as they 
traveled to and from work in emerging Gulf 
countries, officers recalled.

Laser uses 
to be extended 

PARIS (RFl) — Although the laser is alre- 
ady twenty years old. its widespread uses as a 
tool are still little known. Its future is promis- 
ing. however, and its applications tomorrow 
will extend ro a vast number of domains in 
everyday life. 

This mysterious device can cure. cut. 
machine-finish, transport, detect, visualize, 
measure. These arc its applications today. In 
the near future, it will be able to count and 
reckon up the total prices of the goods you 
buy in the local super-market, according to 
their code numbers. 

This system is already in use at Parly and 
Evry. near Paris. The 'vnmrday-night 
“disco”, the hospital, the army, the factory, 
the telephone exchange use lasers. Some 1 50 
million francs have been spent, in France 
alone, by 400 laboratories in order to widen 
the laser's field of activity. 

A few words of technical explanation. 
Every source of light gives out waves, but it 
gives them out in dispersed disorderly fash- 
ion. This is natural light. The laser is the 
device which puis order into chaos: it discipl- 
ines and control*, the light waves, concentrat- 
ing them on one single wavelength, in the 
same way that a radio does for radio waves. 
This invention was the work ( in June I 960) of 
the American physician Maiman. who mana- 
ged to emit, from the extremity of a ruby, a 
ray of light 1 00.000 times more concentrated 
than natural light. 

There are Therefore many different lasers, 
depending on whether they are produced 
from gases, solids or from semi-conductors: 
the idea is to “excite" energy levels and bring 
them into play. In one of the first James Bond 
films. Coldjutger . the "bad man” used a laser 
ray to cut through the armour plating at Fort 
Knox, the U.S. Federal gold reserve, as easily 
as a knife going through butter. 

But of course the laser has more pacific 
applications. At the Foch hospital at Sures- 
nes. near Paris. Dr. Lucie n Toty used a laser 
for the very first time in an operation on the 
artery duct: the laser replaced the traditional 
surgical knife. The operation was a total suc- 
cess. as was already the case using lasers for 
deltcated eye operations.

Human placentas used in face creams, shampoos celebrates volcano eruption

7710 mem- 
branes have been used for primary bum 
coverage, ''especially for babies": (he veins in 
the coni are preserved and used in blood 
vessel gratis: and the bulk is used for extrac- 
tion of hormones.

Many hospitals when queried issue 
statements such as "we dispose of the placen- 
tas properly." When pressed they say this 
means that the placenta is ultimately des- 
troyed in (he hospital, usually incinerated. 

A spokesman for a Pennsylvania company 
that collects placentas from hospitals and 
ships them to two major "and very reput- 
able" pharmaceutical houses in Europe 
asked that the firm’s name not he used. “\Ve 
don't need publicity." the spokesman said. 
"What we do we consider a service to human- 
ity ... we only send them to the most ethical 
houses that use them to extract gamma globu- 
lin and btood fractions and use them for no 


other purposes." 

Spokesmen for the Pennsylvania firm and 
the Washington Hospital Center which pn.^ 
vides placentas to the firm would nor use the 
word "sell.” 

The collecting company pays the Washing- 
ton Hospital Center what it calls a "service 
fee" of 50 cents for each placenta. The phar- 
maceutical houses pay the collecting com- 
pany an additional service fee after which 
virtually every hormone, chemical, blood 
component or genetic element is extracted 
from the placenta. 

Traditionally, many major pharmaceutical 
houses that use placentas dispose of the 
residue by reselling it to chemical houses that 
subsequently process it for cosmetic firms. 
So-called "placental extract" has been sold in 
Europe for several decades in various forms 
ranging from "cures” for the aging process, 
products to restore health, unwrinkied skin 
and even as hair restorers. 

Bv the time the placental residue is proces- 
sed for sale to cosmetic manufacturers its 
price ranges today from $3,000 to almost 
S4.OU0 a pound. The original 50-cent or 
$1.50 placenta usually weighs less than a 
pound.

Dear Doctors: My doctor tells me I have silent gallstones.He disco - 
yered them while 1 was having a routine checkup of my stomach, 
iitfestines and galbladder. 

He *s considered to be quite a conservative guy. He doesn ’t rush you 
into the operating room unless there *s real need. 

He said, * ‘If you Ye indoubt about whether or not you should have 
your gallbladder out, better get another opinion. * ' 

Being a stickler for detail, I consulted another w ell -known surgeon. 
He thinks I should have the operation. Without exception, he believes 
once the diagnosis of stones in the gallbladder has been made, they 
should come out. Pain or no pain. 

This leaves me in a quandary. Shall 1 have surgery? — Mr. N. 

Dear Mr. N.: When you say "silent gallstones" we assume (hat you 
have no symptoms. The difference of opinion in your two doctors 
indicates that there is no one rule that works. Each patient requires 
tailored treatment. 

We’ve known patients in theirSOs and 90s with gallstones for years 
who never had any symptoms related to their gallbladder. 

Others, who put off operation, suddenly developed severe compli- 
cations like jaundice. Emergency surgery endangered their lives. 

It's evident that the decision is often a toss-up. If you have a 
solitary gallstone. Mr. N.. there’s less danger in postponing surgery. 

In a report in ihe J AM A (ft/ 1 9/8 1 ) Drs. William A. Grade, Jr., and 
D.F. Ransohoff found that 28 percent of the original group with 
silent stones had remained "at risk" for 15 years or longer without 
any symptoms developing. 

We presume. Mr. N.. ihat all this stiJJ leaves you in a quandary. A I 
least, you’ve learned that there's no hurry. You have time to evaluate 
your problem.

I know he was in bad shape for an operation. He had had a heart 
attack three months before the operation. And a further complication 
was that he had jaundice. Incidentally, he was 72 at the time of opera - 
tion. 

Last week my A rays showed the reason for my indigestion over the 
past year. I have gallstones. Although my doctor doesn *t consider it an 
emergency, he advises I have my gallbladder out. Otherwise, I 'min One 
condition and only 38. 

1 'm not anxious to have surgery. I 've been hewing that gallstones 
can be removed with medicine. Is this true? If there ’s a choice, you can 
bet I 'll choose medicine rather than the knifed — Mrs. B. 

Dear Mrs. B~ There is a way. Until a few years ago it was consi- 
dered experimental. Now there seems to be more evidence that it 
may be effective. But there are still some unanswered questions. 

The medicine is chenodexoycholic acid. Some studies have shown 
that, after being taken for a year or two. stones may be completely 
dissolved. 

Here are some of the unanswered questions: Even if yoiir gall- 
stones are dissolved, we don’t know if there’ll be a recurrence of 
stones. How can we be certain that all of your stones are dissolved? 
Will you need to take this medicine indefinitely? In the long run, will 
there be any significant side-effects? 

Of course. Mrs. B.. the choice and the decision are yours and your 
doctor s. But fearful or not. considering your age and good health, 
surgery might to be the w iser choice. 

A few years from now medicine may prove to be the answer. Bur at 
this point, there are too many imponderables to make the choice a 
simple one.

He processes them directly forrosmetic 
rather than scientific use. The globulins and 
other components once used for scientific 
research are discarded. Another of his former 
sources was the Mericux Insritut in Lyons. 
France, the one-time home base of Louis Pas- 
teur and the firm that produced the new 
rabies vaccine now in use all over the world. 
Merieux is possibly the largest producer of 
gamma globulin in the world, says Goode. . 

Goode says he believes "there is real scien- 
tific value" in the processed placental mater- 
ial. although he concedes that at least some of 
the claims for it "are nothing, but .bull.” 
Nevertheless, he cites studies in France, Rus- 
sia. Germany and Switzerland that he 
believes demonstrate. the product’s curative 
or restorative powers. “There is more to the 
placenta." says Goode passionately, "than 
anyone would believe. It contains everything 
a human body needs. After all, that is its 
function." He says proudly that he has pro- 
cessed the placentas of two of his grandchil- 
dren. 

Heinz Eiermann. chief of the cosmetics 
division of the U.S. Food and Drug 
Administration, disagrees that the processed 
material is valuable. 

"There Is no biologically active material 
left in those extracts, only a proteinaceous 
material — human placental protein. If it had 
anything active in it, it would have to be regis- 
tered as a drug rather than a cosmetic. 

" I guess the purpose is somehow to make 
the product distinct from someone eTse’s." 

Goode says that a number of "major" 
cosmetic companies use human placental 
material, but refused to divulge the names of 
any of his customers." About 50 houses use it 
in the U.S. " he says, "and about 200 worl- 
dwide. I don't know of any industrialized 
country in the world where placentas are not 
collected," he said, "including Russia." 

Cosmetic firms are not required to list then- 
products* ingredients with the FDA or even 
to list the source of their protein components. 

One company that uses human placental 
protein as a basis for sales is the Palm Beach 
Beauty Products Co. in Minneapolis. 

The company manufactures a line of hair 
products and face creams called "placenta 
plus." 

Richard Kkitz. executive vice president of 
the firm, buys some of the processed placenta 
from Goode's firm and some from another 
processor in New York. He pays, he says, 
about $3,400 a pound and uses "about 50 or 
60 cents worth in a 16-ounce bottle of sham- 
poo. about 10 percent of the product's retail 
cost."

' ST. HfetENS (LOS) — Residents of the 
small town of Toutle in Washington State., 
are holding their second annual festival to 
mark the eruptitiri of'Mt. St. Helens, the 
tom and- shattered volcano which lies 25 
miles to the east/. 

The festivities included curious Ameri- 
can 'sports and pastimes, such as a beard 
contest, old time fiddlers' country: music, 
and something called a rocking chair-a- 
thon. 4ft the dozens of shops on the roads 
around the mountain visitors will be able to 
buy endless quantitfesof Mt. St. Helens tat: 
"pumice people." which are bits of volcanic 
ash with glass' eyes' set in them, ash trays, 
shirts, postcards, books, pamphlets, 
records, knickers labelled "1 Got My Ash . 
Out Of Mu St. Helens’" home movies. Mt. 
St. Helens survival lats^hicfr tu¥ff§&‘be a 
single Band-raid, salt and pepper shakers in 
the shape of th& mountain before and after, 
tacky jewelery made from bits of molten 
rock, even tiny phials of the volcanic ash 
itself which, considering that billions of tons 
of the sniff were spewed out around the 
world, seem a little expensive at $1 .50 each. 

The tourists can go on to the museum, 
where they may inspect a collection of the 
cars trapped in the blast, some twisted and 
wrecked, others surprisingly unscathed, the 
household goodsof this particular Pompeii. 
A press photographer died of the withering 
heat, sitting in his Volvo. An old man told 
me ghoulisbly: “His body was untouched 
and unmarked, but when they tried to move 
him. he fell apart like a cooked chicken.” 

What the trippers cannot do is go into the 
"red zone" around the peak of the moun- 
tain, for the volcano is still rumbling and still 
pouring dirt and steam into the sky. But this 
is' no great loss to them, for the land in this 
zone is utterly dead. 

Apart from this weekend’s fun and jollity 
there is not a great deal for the people here 
to celebrate. The whole area, one of the 
most startlingly beautiful in North America, 
is heavily dependent on logging for its 
livelihood, and logging in turn depends on 
the construction industry. Since Reaganom- 
ics, as practiced in the other Washington, 
have more or less kiDed off house building, 
there are plenty of laid-off loggers hanging 
around with nothing to do. Down on the 
main highway the diners offer the passing 
motorist Volcanoburgers. but at the smaller 
Lakeside Restaurant in Toutle itself you 
can get instead an Unemployment Burger 
for just 99 cents: " It’s the same as a regular 
burger, only a lot smaller," the waitress 
said. This year die tourists have been slow in 
arriving too. but everyone hopes that busi- 
ness will pick up with the weather. 

Hany R. Truman, a crotchety 83-year- 
old whose stubborn refusal to leave the 
.mountain where he had lived almost all his 


life made him something of. a national hero, 
He lived near Spirit Lake, which before the 
eruption was a glittering stretch of water 
surrounded by vivid green fir trees whose 
sap scented the cold air, and, farther back, 
-by snow-covered mountain peaks. This 
Alpine scenery on a grandiose scale, was 
placid, deserted and silent immediately 
before the eruption. The cluster of holiday 
homes had been hurriedly abandoned, their 
owners leaving behind smartly polished 
furniture and gleaming. stews, an instant 
20th-century ghost town. 

Truman's theory was that when and if the 
mountain did blow, rhe lava would 'flow 
sluggishly down the valley, either leaving 
his lodge unscathed or at least providing 
ample time for a rescue helicopter to reach 
him. This proved to be a disastrous miscal- 
culation for a lot of people. At 8:32 a.m. 
Sunday May 18 a Force Five earthquake 
caused the entire northern slope of the 
mountain ro crumble away, creating a catas- 
trophic avalanche. A few seconds later this 
was overtaken by a lateral eruption from 
Goat Rock on the northern face which 
blasted out hundreds of millions of tons of 
ash and rock in a black boiling cloud. 

Even before this sideways blast had 
reached its climax, another eruption from 
the old crater in the summit hurled more ash 
directly upwards. In less than 10 minutes 
this debris was 12 miles high. TTie three 
events togerher removed 1,300 feet from 
the top of the mountain and smashed out 
more than one ton of ash and rock for every 
man, woman and child living on earth. 
Truman, his lodge and his lake, were buried 
almost instantly under 200 feet of rubble. 
Many of the residents of Toutle, still in their 
Sunday morning beds, were unaware of the 
explosion. The sound wave, which reached, 
Vancouver 200 miles north, passed over 
them unheard until their own mild and 
sparkling Toutle River became a wall of 
steaming, speeding mud, hurling thousands 
of stripped, felled trees against the banks 
and the bridges. 

President Carter, when he visited the 
area, said that it made the Moon look like a 
golf course, and he was right, except that he 
failed to convey the almost evil nature of the 
desolation. The river is now a solid valley of 
mud through' which a few- thin and dirty 
streams trickle sluggishly. The once blue 
and limpid Spirit Lake is clogged with rocks 
and dead timber and black detritus. The 
logging company has recovered some of the 
felled trees, but the rest now lie in the 
strange swirling patterns where the blast 
hurled them. The bare trunks are now being 
rotted away by the only life the upper slopes 
sustain, insects and larvae. 

Miraculously only just over 60 people 
were killed. Everyone had underestimated 
the force of the explosion.

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France will honor 
pacts with Africa, 

Mitterrand assures

NL iMEY. Niger. May 21 (Agencies) — 
President Francois Minerrrand said Thurs- 
day France would honor defense pacts it had 
undertaken to assure the security of its 
fnends in Africa and strengthen them, if 
necessajy. 

Speaking on the second day of his three- 
nation West African tour, he said: “It is clear 
France will hold to its agreements which it has 
unc :rtaken to assure the security of its 
friends. 

Western observers said this could signify 
the possibility of a formal defense treaty bet- 
ween France and Niger, but senior French 
officials, when asked about this, said it was 
too early to say anything. 

Niger does not have a formal defense tre- 
aty with France, but official French sources 
said there were more than 100 French milit- 
ary instructors in Niger and supplies of 
French military equipment to the Nigerien 
Army had increased recently. Western dip- 
lomats in Niger interpreted Mitterrand's 
words as an indirect warning 10 Libya, Niger's 
nonhem neighbor. 

Diplomatic ties between Libya and Niger 
were restored in March after being sus- 
pended last year, but a continuing border 
dispute has kept relations tense, diplomats 
say. 

Mitterrand also promised in his speech to 
continue French development aid to Niger. 
France occupies a central role in Niger's 
development and its efforts to overcome 
poverty with the revenue from its massive 
uranium deposits. Niger is France's principal 
uranium supplier and Paris has agreed to pay 
about 35 percent above the current market 


price to help its former colony out of its pres- 
ent economic problems, 

France contributed 5S3 million to Niger 
last year in grants and soft loans, and French 
officials in Niamey said the figure was likely 
to be increased. 

Mitterrand had talks Thursday with Col. 
Seyni Kountche, who has headed Niger's rul- 
ing Supreme Military Council since a 1974 
coup. A spokesman for the French president 
told reporters after the meeting that the two 
leaders discussed bilateral relations and the 
overall African policy of France's Socialist 
government. 

France hopes to maintain close economic 
and diplomatic ties with its former African 
colonies but will not interfere with their 
sovereignty. Mitterrand declared Thursday. 

“Presence yes but interference no," the 
French leader said. “You want lo prevent 
Africa from becoming the exclusive battleg- 
round of exterior rivalries and contradictory 
interests. So do we.” Mitterrand told Niger 
politician in this capital city. 

Mitterrand, a Socialist, has said his victory 
on May 10, 1981, signaled the end of the 
previous conservative governments' “neo- 
coIoniaT policies in Africa. Those policies, 
the Socialists claimed, ranged from direct 
political pressure from Paris to outright milit- 
ary interference, as in the cose of the 
French-backed coup that overthrew former 
Central African ruler Jean-Bedel Bokassa. 

Before his ouster. Bokassa entertained 
then-Presidem Valeiy Giscard cTEstaing at 
his palace and gave the French leader a con- 
troversial gift of diamonds. The gift haunted 
Giscard d'Estaing's unsuccessful re-election 
campaign. 


U.K. tightens security for pope visit 


LONDON. May 2Z (Agencies) — Scot- 
land Yard is lining up one of the biggest sec- 
urity operations ever for the pope’s 
scheduled visit to Britain next Friday, accord- 
ing to a police spokesman. 

Rest days will be suspended and hundreds 
of extra police hired if the visit goes ahead as 
planned. The pope has said he would not 
come if hostilities were continuing between 
Britain and Argentina over the Falklands. 
Special branch officers will offer John Paul II 
round the clock protection in collaboration 
with the Vatican city's own security forces. 

Thousands of police will line the proces- 
sion route in London and guard all points 
where ceremonies have been planned: 
Westminster and Southwark cathedrals, at 
the Wembley and Crystal palace stadiums, 

U.S. to name newenvoy 

JAKttKTA, May 21 (R) — The United . 
States will propose a new candidate for 
ambassador to Indonesia after the Jakarta 
government rejected veteran diplomat Mor-r 
ton Abramowitz. the U.S, Embassy said.- 

An embassy spokesman said Washington 
had expressed concern over the refusal to 
accept Abramowitz for the post, vacant since 
November. He said the Indonesian govern- 
ment gave no reason.

U.S. deploys 
radar to fight 
drug menace 

WASHINGTON, May 2 1 (AP) — The 
U.S. Defense Deportment announced 
Thursday it will deploy a second blimp- 
like radar device in the Reagan administ- 
ration's war on drug smugglers in south 
Florida. 

The deputy assistant defense secretary. 
James N. Juliana, told a House Govern- 
ment Operations Subcommittee tbe 
department plans to anchor a “skyhook” 
at Patrick Air Force Base near Cape Ken- 
nedy to help look for smugglers. 

The Air Force already has one skyhook, 
or “fat Albert.” aloft in the Florida Keys. 

The crafts float more than 10,000 feet in 
the air and. like the sophisticated 
A WACS plane, also being used in the bat- 
tle against smugglers, has “look-down” 
radar that can detect low-flying planes 
which would go unnoticed by conven- 
tional radar. 

The second skyhook “will monitor 
permanently the air corridor along the 
coast of Florida,” Juliana told the panel 
Thursday. The new skyhook "will be 
completed In several months,” he said. 

In testimony Wednesday, administra- 
tion officials claimed success in the opera- 
tion to stop drug smuggling in south 
Florida. The assistant treasury secretary, 
John M. Walker Jr., said that AWACS- 
type planes have very nearly shut off the 
massive air supplies of drugs that have 
helped turn south Florida into the nation's 
crime capital. 

The radar planes "in tbe last two 
months have had a nearly total effect” in 
discouraging smugglers. Walker said. Of 
tbe relative few who have tried to evade it. 
^ many have been caught, he added, j 

5 white rhinos 
traced in Uganda 

KAMPALA, May 21 (AFP) — Three 
white rhinoceroses were recently sighted in 
the Kabalega National Park in western 
Uganda after they had been considered 
extinct there folloiwng intensive poaching for 
the rhino horn, a Ugandan minister told par- 
liament this week. 

Acting Tourism and Wildlife Minister 
Chris Rwakasisi said this brought to five the 
number of white rhinos now known to be in 
Uganda's national parks. The first two were 
sighted earlier this year 300 miles away in the 
Kidepo Valley National Park in northern 
Uganda. Rhinos were poached intensively 
during the 1970s as the rhino horn fetched 
increasingly high prices in the Middle East 
and Asia. Where powder from the horn is 
believed to cure male impotence.. 

Rwakasisi also *.told parliament that, the - 
g^v^'ment' win upgrade' the 
gaiue reserve in . western Uganda uito * S 
national park, bringing the i total number of 
national parks in Uganda to four. 

The move is part of government campaign 
to revive the tourism industry in Uganda . 
which deteriorated sharply in the 1970s. A 
United Nations report on the rehabilitation 
of tourism in the country carried out last year 
estimates that the industry could provide $30 
million of badly needed bard currency annu- 
ally. if a three-year crash rehabilitation prog- 
ram is launched this year. 

The sighting of the additional rhinos and 
the reported return of more elephants from 
neighboring Zaire to the Kabalega and 
Rwevzori national parks in western Uganda 
are both seen here as a good omen for the 
industry.

Sophia hits headlines 




ROME, May 21 (Agencies) — President 
Sandro Pertinfs response to a bid for pardon . 
on behalf of film star Sophia Loren, who 
began a 30-day jail term bn Wednesday for 
tax evasion, was jus: about the only thing still 
unknown Friday in a fascnwting"aifaif '; mil- 
lions of Italians are following with avid atten- 
tion. 

“Sophia Loren asks President Pertitufor 
pardon” said the newspapers, not missing out 
on a chance to make headlines linking Italy’s 
most popular “■couple” «— Sandro Fertini and 
Sophia Loren. 

Miss Loren is in Caserta Prison, near 
Naples, and though her activities during her 
second day of imprisonment were the same as 
Those of other prisoners, she was applauded 
by her fellow prisoners during a spell in tbe 
morning sunshine. 

Then, a reliable source reported, she had 
lunch and spent her afternoon reading. In 
particular, she apparently went through tbe 
script of the film Tieta di Agnste , from the 
novel by Brazilian writer Jorge Amado, 
which begins shooting as soon as she leaves 
prison. Miss Loren was visited by her lawyer 
Thursday night but her sister Maria Sci- 
copone was not allowed to meet her. 

“We are all hoping for a quick decision fry 
President Pertini," Miss Loren's sister said. 
Meanwhile analysts were plunging into the 
labyrinth of Italian law to work out tbe 
actress's chances of a successful appeal. 

The Milan newspaper Confer* Dttta Sera 
speculated that she is unlikely to win pardon 
before the end of her prison sentence for 
technical reasons, while the Rome Tempo 


said it Is theoretically possible, her sentence 
couTdfre suspended. : 

The problem for. the Italian authorities, 
however, was far froh^just technical It was 
also political as the narife of Sophia Loren has 
* been on the lists ah egiog tax evasion for many 
years. Miss Loreni'fifersdf insists that the - 
whole affair happened because of mistakes 
made fry a tax inspector who has since died. 

In April last year, .the Finance Ministry 
published a “red. book" of tax evaders, in 
which Miss Loren was at the top of the artists’ 
list. She was accused of not completing a tax 
retttrh In 1974 and thereby attempting to 
avoid paying 685 mill in n lire (about $20.4 
million) in tax.- 

Last October; a court ordered paintings 
from Miss Loren’s collection — including, 
works by picaaao khd Braque — to be perma- 
nently confiscated" The works bad been 
seized in 1977 when she was accused of con- 
travening regulations on works of art and 
currency. 

A fan of Miss Loren, hoping to get a 
glimpse of tbe actress in Jail, pounded on the 
gates of tbe women* s prison here Friday hop- 
ing to be arrested. -Tbe woman, Carolina Rea, 
punched the steel doors at the entrance of the 
prison and the guards did nothing to stop her. 
Finally, "they .gave her a cigarette and she 
agreed to leave. 

Miss Rea strutted in front of the photo- 
graphers waiting outside tbe jail and left 
without further ado. 

Miss Loren received 20 telegrams and 18 
bunches of flowers from well- wishers Friday. 




Romania reshuffles cabinet 


VIENNA, May 21 (AFP) — Romania 
President Nicolae Ceaucescu Friday 
announced a major cabinet reshuffle, with 
Politburo and central committee member 
Constantin Dascalescu replacing Hie Verdet 
as prime minister, reliable sources reported 
in Bucharest. Verdet was demoted to vice 
president of the state council. President 
Ceaucescu told parliament in the Romanian 
capital, the sources added. 

The president also announced that the vice 
premier and foreign trade minister. Cornel 
B urtica . had been dismissed. Burtica was 
replaced by Nicolae Constantin, minister of 
state for planning and a Politburo member, 
the sources quoted Ceaucescu as saying. 

Friday's cabinet sbakeup, which has yet to 
be announced by the official news agency. 


Agerpres, follows a series of replacements of 
lower ranking government officials at a time 
when Romania is mired in economic difficul- 
ties. 

Tbe demotion of Verdet and the dismissal 
of Burtica are considered all the more signif- 
icant because both are related to President 
Ceaucescu. Verdet, prime minister since 
1979, is married to the sister of Mrs. Elena 
Ceausescu, and Burtica is the president’s 
nephew. 

Burtica's departure follows the dismissal 
last week of one of his direct subordinates, 
Alexandre Margarrtescu, then state secretary 
for foreign trade. Margaritescu was accused 
of “transgressing state laws and party resolu- 
tions concerning expenditures in foreign cur- 
rency.” 


Thailand frees Vietnamese airmen 


BANGKOK, May 21 (AFP) — Thailand 
Friday released 12 Vietnamese airmen, i# after 
obtaining an apology from Hanoi for what 
investigators here called an intentional intru- 
sion into Thai air space last February. 

The airmen were aboard a Soviet-made 
Antonov-26 that crash-landed 50 kms inside 
eastern Thailand on Feb. 11. They left for

NAIROBI, May 21 (AFP) — President

politician, Moi recalled that be had tried to 
rehabilitate Odinga by appointing him to 
head Cotton Lint and Seed Marketing, and 
giving him a car and two offices, the Kenyan 
News. Agency reported. “And yet he 
(Odinga). could not appreciate all this 
generosity,’ 1 Moi was quoted as saying 
Thursday. 

He also said that if modem methods failed 
to cure a disease, “then we have to resort to 
traditional medicine as a last option." Moi 
added that Odinga' s expulsion would have to 
be ratified by the party executive committee, 
“but as of now, be is no longer a member of 
the ruling party". ■> 

Moi said that he had “given Odinga tbe 
freedom to go where he wanted,” but that he 
had “chosen to loiter all over the world, 
addressing press conferences and attacking 
the government and its policies.'' 

Moi told Odinga — who is of the Luo 
community, Kenya's second largest ethnic 
group, among whom he is thought to be popu- 
lar — that he should realize that he was alone, 
as the rest of the Luo community supported 
the government. Moi thus stepped into a 
debate over the role of the former leader of 
tbe Kenya People's Union, which was banned 
m 1969 by the then President Jomo 
Kenyatta, over a recent visit Odinga made lo 
Britain. 

Odinga* s opponents earlier alleged that 
while in Britain he announced his intention to 
set up an opposition Socialist party, but he 
denied this when he returned Thursday. 

In a speech in London, Odinga was 
reported to have said that “the political party 
of the 1980s must be the party of the people 
... the party of the peasantry, the workers and 
the proletariat.” African people “must strive 
to build a Socialist, democratic political 
Older,'’ he said. * 

Referring to his critics on his return, 
Odinga spoke of 'gossiping cabinet minis- 
ters', wbo, he said, found it easier to attack 
him than bribery and corruption in their own 
ranks. The current controversy coincides 
with a wave of pamphlets, seemingly of a 
Socialist or Marxist nature, which are being 
circulated secretly.

Leftists blow up freight train 


HACIENDA LA NORMANDIA. El Sal- 
vador. May 21 (AP) — Leftist guerrillas 
dynamited and derailed an empty freight 
train Thursday, then killed seven" national 
guardsmen in a two-hour battle, military 
officers here said. 

The officers, who -asked anonymity for 
security reasons, said an estimated 180 
guerrillas laid dynamite along the track pas- 
sing through a cornfield, then hid in a 
forest 50 yards away wailing for the Train to 
pass. 

It was the third guerrilla attack this year 
on the train, which plies a. route, to Sian 
Salvador, from San Miguel, a city 125 miles 
southeast. The rebels exploded five 
charges, each about 20 yards apart, blasting 
the wheel-bogeys off six freight vans on the 
20-car train as it approached a railway tres- 
I tic bridge spanning the Lem pa River, the 
officers said. 

The train crew uncoupled the locomotive 
when the attack began and continued 
toward the capital, while the 15 guardsmen 
riding on the cars stayed behind to fight. 
"The woods was full of.them. They ran, out 
at us shouting insults." a guardsman who 
survived the attack told reporters. 

An army lieutenant, leading a ; 65-man 
patrol who arrived on the scene later, said 
the guardsmen jumped off the train on the 
opposite side of the attack and tried to 
defend ihemseives by firing from under- 
neath the railroad cars but were over- 
whelmed by the guerrillas. 


The lieutenant said the dead bodies of 
some of the guardsmen were found about 
100 yards from the train, indicating they 
had tried to flee. "It's just miraculous they 
didn't kill all rhe guardsmen," he said, ask- 
ing that he not be identified by name. 

He said the guerrillas fled when his patrol 
arrived and there were no signs of rebel 
casualties. Six dead guardsmen were found 
naked, indicating the guerrillas had stolen 
their olive-green fatigues, helmets, boots 
and weapons, he said. 

A seventh guardsman died from wounds, 
while soldiers carried him to a pickup truck 
for evacuation to EJ Salvador's coastal 
highway a mile away. 

Hacienda la Norraandia is a ranch located 
about five miles east of the Lem pa River 
delta in southeastern Usulutan province. 
Army officers here said he rebels appar- 1 
ently are based near La Tirana, a hamlet 1 1 
miles southwest, on the Pacific coast. 

The railroad trestle near here parallels 
the golden bridge, a huge $2 million struc- 
ture spanning the Lerapa, that guerrillas 
blew up last October in their most spectacu- 
lar raid of the 31-raonth insurgent war for 
power. In that period; an estimated 34.000 
persons have been killed in the fighting. 

It was the second guerrilla attack on a 
train this week. Monday, about 50 
insurgents stopped a passenger train near 
Quetzaltepeque, in the central part of the 
country, forced the occupants off at gun- 
point and blew up the locomotive. j

The 39# 
candidates represent 35 different or affiliated 
political parties, from pru-Frcnch Gaullisi 
and Socialist groups to conservationist and 
independence parties. 

The 30 eventual winners subsequently w ill 
elect the seven members of the French 
Polynesia government council, which runs 
the daily affairsof the territory's government.

Robert M. Sayre. a lormcr United Stales 
ambassador and now chairman of the inter- 
departmental group on terrorism, said 
Thursday that international terrorist acts 
include assassination, skyjacking, hostage 
taking and bombings. A total of 91 countries 
have been affected”, he said. 

"Wc have also experienced terrorist crimes 
in the United States committed by American 
terrorists, usually directed against non- 
American targets such as Turkish or Yugos- 
lav diplomats resident here." he added.' 

He was appearing on behalf of a Reagan 
administration request for So million in "ihc 
year beginning Oct. 1 for a new program of 
aid to other countries in fighting terrorism. 

Countries that will be considered tor help 
are those that face a terrorist threat, are 
committed to help combat it. want to work 
with the United States and have a human 
rights record that entitles them to aid under 
U.S. law. he said. The Reagan administration 
will cooperate with Congress in choosing the 
actual countries. Sayre said. 

He said civil and police authorities of other 
countries would be trained to respond to ter- 
rorist acts, in taking precautions against ter- 
rorists. in negotiating for hostages and across 
barricades, in security measures at airports 
against hijacking, bomb disposal and protect- 
ing important people and installations. 

At the start, training will concentrate on 
officials in charge of crisis management — a 
hostage negotiator, an airport security 
officer, or a police commander who would be 
responsible in an incident such as the seizure 
of an embassy. Courses would be held at var- 
ious sites in the United States. There are no 
plans to do training overseas, he said.

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Senate rejects move 
to slash foreign aid 


WASHINGTON. May 21 (AP) — The 
U.S. Senate has rejected a move to slash $6 
billion from the amount President Ronald 
Reagan wants to spend on foreign aid in this 
and the next three years. 

By a vote of 73-27, the Senators defeated 
an amendment by two western Democrats. 
John Melcher of Montana and Dennis 
Deconcini of Arizona, to the proposed fed- 
eral government budget. 

Melcher said that if the S3 7 billion the 
administration is asking for the four- year 
period were granted, foreign aid would have 
doubled since 1979. Deconcini told the 
Senate, “it is difficult for me to accept the 
proposition of increasing foreign aid at a time 
like this. If we were experiencing a surplus, 
maybe we could afford another Marshall 
plan.” 

The amendment was offered as the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee was assembl- 
ing to act on the administration's $8.7 billion 
foreign aid request for the fiscal year begin- 
ning Oct. 1. 

Sen. Charles Percy, Republican- Illinois, 
committee chairman, deferred action, saying 
it would be “fiddling while Rome bums” to 
consider the bill while the foreign aid prog- 
ram was being “decimaled” on the floor. 

Percy read the Senate a letter from 
Reagan, dated Wednesday, saying the full 
amount of the request was needed to achieve 

Producers agree 
on sugar quotas 

LONDON, May 21 (AP) — Producers at 
IntemationalSugar Organization have agreed 
to leave sugar export quotas for the 1 983 and 
19S4 unchanged from 19S2. 

The accord came after lengthy discussions 
on an ISO secretariat paper which advised 
keeping the same quotas after the current 
mtemational sugar agreement ends Dec. 3 1 . 

The producer proposals have to be ratified 
by the sugar council on Friday, but since con- 
sumers were agreed on unchanged quotas, 
the vote was a formality, delegates said. 

The 1982 quotas were S3 percent of the 
total free market availability of 19.44 million 
metric annually, that is 16.86 million metric 
tons. 

The total may end fractionally higher since 
it was agreed that nations such as Peru whose 
sugar production is developing, might be 
entitled to supplementary quotas. 

The council meeting Thursday morning, 
also agreed to allow India to export up to 
700.000 metric tons of raw sugar this year, 
instead of its quota of 3S8.924 metric tons. 
The relief was to compensate India for the 
drought years of 1980 and 1981 which 
severely cut down its exports. 


“critical foreign policy objectives in support 
of national security goals." “We are not going 
into an isolationist policy." Percy said. "That 
has not been the policy of any Congress. 
Congress would not adopt that policy.” 

Sen. Claiborne Pell of Rhode Island, rank- 
ing Democrat on the foreign relations panel, 
said the proposed amendment would “devas- 
tate” the foreign aid program. 

The amendment would have cut S400 mil- 
lion, including the proposed Caribbean Basin 
initiative, in the current fiscal year. It would 
have cut S2.1 billion for Fiscal 1983, $2.3 
billion for fiscal 1984 and S2.2 billion for 
fiscal 1985. 

Israel and Egypt would have been exemp- 
ted from the cuts because of U.S. commit- 
ments under the Camp David peace agree- 
ments. The administration bill for fiscal year 
1983 was approved without major changes 
by the House Foreign Affairs Committee last 
week. 

Leaders of both parties in the Democrat- 
controlled House of Representatives, mean- 
while, sought support for separate budget 
plans that will be voted on next week. 

House Republican leader Bob Michel of 
Illinois told reporters that a plan supported 
by himself and a group of Democratic con- 
servatives from southern states does not have 
enough votes to be approved. Supporters of 
another budget drawn up only by Democrats 
also said that they did not have sufficient 
votes yet to get it through the house. 


American 
firms raise 
petrol price 

WASHINGTON. May 21 (AFP) — Most 
big United States oil companies have again 
raised the price of their petrol, thereby spel- 
ling the end of the world-wide oil glut and low 
petrol prices, informed sources have said 
here. 

Since the beginning of the month the com- 
panies have put up the wholesale price of 
their petrol by 1 1 percent, meaning that pet- 
rol pump prices will soon go up. the sources 
added. 

Crude oil prices on the French market have 
almost climbed to the benchmark $34 a bar- 
rel price set by the Organization of Petroleum 
ExportingCountries (OPEC). 

The sources said the oil companies were 
taking advantage of the higher prices to put 
up the prices of their refined oil products and 
improve profits, which in the first quarter of 
this year took a beating from low oil prices. 

Meanwhile, stock levels of crude oil and 
refined products are also continuing to fall. 
Hie American Oil Institute estimated crude 
oil stocks at only 361.3 million barrels May 
15 compared to 369 million barrels a week 
earlier and 407.8 million barrels a year ago. 

On the same days, stocks of petrol dropped 
to 2 1 6.3 million barrels against 222.2 million 
a week ago and 261.9 million a year ago. 

The institute said that U.S. imports of 
crude oil and refined oil products for the 
week ending May 15 rise to 3.9 million bar- 
rels a dav. 


Ozal’s dream coming true 


Turkey dons market-based economy mantl 


ANKARA. May 21 (R) — Government 
attempts to cure Turkey' s economic ills are 
not just a dose of monetary medicine but a 
determined bid to alter irreversibly the 
structure of the country's economy, many 
Turks say. •' ■ 

Just over two years after it was -intro- 
duced, the economic program, despite some 
recent hiccoughs, appears to be on course 
for achieving the transformation intended 
by its architects. 

The man .behind the policies, rotund, 
bespectacled Deputy Prime Minister Tur- 
gut Ozal, was retained by the military gov- 
ernment which seized power in September 
1980 to carry through his plan. His inten- 
tion was to overturn Turkey’s traditional 
reliance on a massive and creaking state 
sector and in its place create a market- 
based. outward looking, economy with a 
minimum dependence on state interven- 
tion. 

His method, begin in January 1980, was 
to attack galloping inflation, spiralling fore- 
ign debts and chronic inefficiency in indus- 
try by squeezing credit, restraining wages 
and price rises, building exports and cutting 
state subsidies — in short by strict controls 
.on money. 


The effects, observed with an approving 
.eye by the International Monetary Fund 
(IMF), have been to a large extent drama- 
lie. 

Inflation has been cutffom an annual rare 
of morethan 100 percent in 1980 to around 
30 percent now. Exports, fuelled by gov- 
ernment credits and tax incenrives.shot up 
60 percent last year, narrowing the previ- 
ously yawning trade gap. 

. .In the state sector, the 35 state enter- 
prises (SEES) which comprise most Of Tur- 
key^ heavy industry had subsidies cut and 
many price controls removed. They are 
gradually being forced to compete on equal 
terms with the private sector and become 
.more responsive to market forces. 

The SEES employ some 35 percent of the 
workforce and in.l9§0 swallowed IT). '4 per- 
cent of Gross National Product (GNP) bet- 
ween them in investments alone. That fig- 
ure is expected to be .down to -7.8 percent 
this year when together the SEES are pro-, 
jected to earn more than they spend for the 
first time in years. 

'GNP growth has been hauled up from 
minus 1.1 percent in 1980 to 4.4 percent 
last year. The ..public sector borrowing 


requirement has, meanwhile, tumbled from 
3 1 6 billion Turkish lire (about $2 billion) in 
1980 to a target of 1 97 billion lire (about | 
$1.3 billion) this year, or 2.9 percent of 
GNP. 

These indicators, which many Turks can 
scarcely believe after the dark days of the 
late 1970s, may herald more than just a 
surface improvement in the economy, how- 
ever. “An important structural change is 
taking place now ” said one European dip- 
lomat dealing with commercial affairs. 
“Turkey used to be very inward looking. | 
but now it is looking ourward. This is very 
radical and important." 

He pointed to the burgeoning numbers of 
Turkish companies now winning contracts 
overseas, mainly in the Middle East but also 
as far afield as Africa, as an example of 
profound changes in attitude brought about 
by the economic policies. By February this 
year these amounted to $10 billion — a leap 

of some 450 percent since 1 979. 

An Ankara businessman, who has 
export-import business is thriving under the 
present policies, agreed, saying the export 
boom would last even if incentives were cat 
because “Turkish producers have now been 
made aware of the export potential.”

Pakistan to boost energy plan 


ISLAMABAD. May 2 1 ( AP) — Pakistani 
officials now are giving finishing touches to 
program to double energy production.with 
the twin objective of keeping imports down 
and meeting rising demand. 

Over the next six years, plans call for 
almost doubling electricity and oil produc- 
tion. a 25 percent increase in natural gas out- 
put and tripling of coal availability. 

The cost of implementing the plan and who 
will finance it have yet to be worked out in 
detail, officials said Thursday. 

At S 1 .6 billion for the financial year end- 
ing June 3 oil imports will consume a hefty 57 
percent of eamings in all Pakistani merchan- 
dise exports during the current year. 

Latest figures show that Pakistan con- 
sumes 100.000 barrels of crude a day, more 
than 1 0 percent of which is produced domes- 
tically. Oil amounts for 36 percent of all 
commercial energy consumed. 

A spokesman of the petroleum ministry, 
estimates oil production will almost double to 
25.000 barrels a day by 198S from the cur- 
rent 13.000 barrels’ 

Plans also call for 50 exploratory well to be 
sunk in collaboration with foreign companies 


like Union Texas. Gulf. Esso and Bermah 
Shell, and Pakistan's state-owned Oil and 
Gas Development Corp- 

Other nations such as Kuwait and Abu 
Dhabi also have shown keen interest in help- 
ing finance oil joint ventures. This week a 
cooperation agreement was signed with 
Kuw ait at the end of a visit here by Oil Minis- 
ter Sheikh Ali Al-Khalifa Al-Sabah. 

Natural gas provides some 42 percent of 
commercial energy present, or 708 million 
cubic feet a day. Pakistan's ambitious energy 
program envisages upping production to 
1.072 million cubic feet daily under a $637 
million program. 

Of that. $400 million is required to intro- 
duce compression equipment at country's 
largest natural reserve. By 198S, it is esti- 
mated domestically-drilled gas will produce 
1.500 million cubic feet a day, one-third of 
the nation's needs. 

While there appears to be an abundant 
supply of gas. coal has been neglected, 
although reserves are estimated at 850 mil- 
lion tons, which is being held to soften current 
energy crunch. 


OTTAWA, May 21 (R) — The debt 
exposure of four major Canadian banks in 
Dome Petroleum Ltd would not present an 
insurmoiin table problem to them if the com- 
pany went bankrupt, officials of the Canadian 
Bankers’ Association said. 

They were asked to comment on the issue 
during testimony to the standing parliamen- 
tary committee on trade, finance . and 
economic affairs which is examining bank 
profits. 

CBA President Robert Mackintosh said he 
believed Dome debt was secured, but be 
refused to comment further on individual 
borrowers. Mackintosh and other CBA offi- 
cials also declined to comment on whether 
they thought the federal government would 
bail Dome out of its current financial difficul- 
ties. 

Federal government sources told Reuters 
recently Ottawa has already assisted Dome in 
meeting a roughly $300 million interest rate 
payment in March, an assertion Dome has 
denied. 

Energy industry analysts say Dome’s debt 
profile comprises $4.16 billion of long-term 
debt, a working capital deficit of S 1 -13 _bil- 
Iion. and redeemable preferred shares out- 
standing of around $2.26 billion. 

They also say Dome has $1.36 billion of 
short-term debt which falls due within a year. 


PARIS, May 21. (AFP)— The French gov- 
ernment has not achieved its growth and 
employment targets, former french Premier 
Rasmond Barre claimed in an interview pub- 
lished to in the French news magazine 
Express. ' ' . .. 

In a summing up 6f France's economic 
condition on April 30, Barre said “profound 
changes” were necessary to prevent a “very 
grave" economic deterioration. 

Barre was highly critical of the Socialist- 
dominated govehiinent that came to power 
last year, although be said it was still too early 
to draw up a balance sheet on the govern- 
ment’s performance. ’ 

Only the Socialists’ nuclear power program 
was on schedule he said, adding that govern- 
ment’s economic recovery program had not 
resulted in a lasting expansion in economic 
activity. 

The former premier said the government 
had not succeeded in its plan to stimulate the 
economy with a bigger buget deficit, more 
social benefits and a high minimum wage. 
Neither had unemployment been braked. He 
said the prices gulf between France and its 
European partners had worsened, and he 
warned that Paris was increasing the budget' 
deficit at time when other countries were 
trimming theirs. * 

Part of the reason for the economic 
deterioration, Barre said, was that higher 
household income was not matched by higher 
productivity and state revenue, he lashed out 
at the government’s health policies, which he 


said had boosted health spending but had not 
done anything to improve services. 

He noted that the franc had deteriorated to 
the point when it had to be revalued last 
October after being one of the strongest cur- 
rencies in the European Monetary" System 
during the two years ending in March last 
year. In spite of “draconian” exchange con- 
trols. the franc was still grouping weaker 
under worries caused in other countries by 
the government’s economic policies, he said:

EEC ,U.S. head for showdown

PARIS. May 21 (AFP) — France’s trade 
deficit jumped nearly 80 percent to a record 
10,100 million francs ($1.6 billioa) last 
month, External Trade Minister Michel 
Jobert said here Friday: 

Jobert said the' result was “execrable but 
useful”, since it would shock people into pay- 
ing more attention to an “activity essential to 
the life of the nation." 

The. ^larch deficit, also on a seasonally- 
corrected basis, was 5,700 million francs 
($950 million). 

April’s imports amounted to 59,600 mil- 
lion francs (about $10 billion). Exports 
totaled 49,400 million francs ($8.2bfflion)^- 
83 percent of imports. 

On an uncorrected basis, imports totaled 
61,600 million francs (about $10.3 billion) 
and exports 53,300 million fines, (about 59 
billion ) — A deficit of 8,200 million francs 
(about $1.4 billion. This gives a-covermg rate 
of exports to imports of 86 percent. 

Since the start of the year, the cumulative 
deficit has risen to 26,900 million • francs 
{$4.5 billion) on a seasonally-corrected basis, 
and to 28,700 million francs ($4-8 billion) on 
an uncorrected ha«i« 


WASHINGTON, May 21 (R) — U.S. and 
West European officials have intensified 
their dispute over trade issues by accusing 
each other of trying to shed the blame- for 
their own domestic economic troubles. 

Sir Roy .Denman, external affairs 
director-general of the EEC Commission, 
raised hackles in Washington with an unusu- 
ally blunt attack on U.S. trade policies in a 
speech -delivered in Houston earlier this 
week. “There is an attempt to shift the blame 
for certain difficult conditions in the United 
States to foreigners in general and Europeans 
in particular,” Sir Roy said, choing a senti- 
ment also voiced recently by Japanese offi- 
cials. 

But Sir Roy warned that if the U.S. 
imposed stiff duties on European steel 
imports later this year in response to U.S. 
producers complaints that their overseas 
rivals are unfairly subsidized by their gov- 
ernments, there would be “blood on the 
floor” 

According to Sir Roy, this could be in the 
form of the filing of formal trade complaints 
against the United States by the European 
Economic Community. 

U.S. officials confessed to some irritation 
about Sir Roy’s remarks, but managed to 
take them in stride. “You have got to expect 
these concerns to bubble over from time to 
time” U.S. Deputy Trade Representative 
David MacDonald told to Reuters. “I don’t 
. think it changes the situation at alL” “I have 
absolutely' no doubt the Europeans are 
extremely irritated and are seriously consid- 
ering showing us how much they can hurt us,' 


another official said we have been expecting 
this for some time.” 

U.S. Trade Representative Bill Brock told 
a business audience this week that the new 
rhetoric probably represented ‘a need to 
bang us around a little bif and he responded 
with some tough words of his own. “We know 
how frustrated they are and how worried they 
are, but we are not the cause of their prob- 
lems. They have subsidized too much for too 
long. They have kept too many industries in 
place that are not competitive," he said. 

Brock also rejected European suggestions 
that the United States should find way to deal 
with the steel issue other than by imposing 
stiff duties. 

“There comes a time wben you have to 
play by ethics,” he said. Brock said he was 
somewhat surprised that the Europeans were 
raising the issue of U.S. tax laws that permit 
American companies operating abroad to 
defer tax payments. The Europeans argue 
that this represents an unfair subsidy. 

He said the practice of some European 
countries of not levying any taxes at ail on 
their overseas corporations represented an 
even larger subsidy. 

Still, the most pressing trade issue is the 
suits that U.S. steel companies have filed 
charging their European competitors with 
selling illegally subsidized, or “dumped", 
steel in the American market. 

A Commerce Department ruling on the 
subsidy complaints I due on June 10 and 
Commerce Secretary Malcolm Baldrige said 
last week penalty duties would be imposed 
retroactively for steel shipped to this country. 


Focus on high and low of global salaries 


NEW YORK, May 21 (AP) — John 
Laws, a radio announcer in Australia, 
recently signed a five-year contract for 
about $1 million a year to do his show. 
President Junius R.- Jayawardene of Sri 
Lanka earns $2,430 a yehr. 

High school teachers in Chicago earn 
$22,455 a year. That’s about 514,000 less 
than high school teachers in Geneva, Swit- 
zerland, make, but if s $20,000 more than 
teachers in Bangkok, Thailand, earn. . 

These are some of the salary oddities 
compiled by David Harrop in his book. 
World Paychecks , published by Facts on 
File. The book neither commented on any 
of the salaries — only presented a list, nor 
did it adjust for cost of living variables. 

Harrop, who two years ago pried loose 
the financial secrets of the famous and not- 
so-famous people in the United States for 
his book, America ’s Paychecks . now has. 
detailed those countries where politicians, 
police officers and bus drivers are paid the 
most. 

“It was an enormous, and an almost 
comic project,” Harrop said. “So many 
people didn’t want to give me information. 
.People in England, Japan ,-Swjtzeriasd-and - 


France don’t like to talk about incomes. It 
has a more social connotation in those coun- 
tries than here.” 

Also, he said, in many foreign countries 
there is the problem of income tax evasion. 
So discussions about income are avoided. 
“Take sports, for example,” Harrop said. 
“In Europe, about two-thirds of what an 
athlete earns is under the table.” 

Eddie Metis, the Belgian superstar of 
the Tour de France — the Grand Prix of 
bicycle raring — earns as much as $ 3 mil- 
lion a year. . Sadaharu Oh, the Japanese 
baseball player who hit 800 home runs dur- 
ing his career, made a base salary of 
$250,000 last year. 

Harrop said he also learned that Ameri- 
can business executives in large multina- 
tionals are “ vastly higher paid for their jobs 
than in Europe. ” 

Sir David Steel, chairman of British Pet- 
roleum, was paid $232,000 in 1979. Robert 
O. Anderson, chairman of Atlantic Rich- 
field Co. in the United States, made $1.65 
minion, the book says. 

Harrop said Steel earned 17.5 times as 
much as the .average British Petroleum . 
worker,- who-e arne d~ 13*280.- AndersonTs-

In the legal profession. Harrop said 
lawyers' salaries in the United States are the 
envoy of the world. The average pay for 
lawyers in all countries, he said, is less than 
$45,000 a year. But graduates from the best 
law schools in the United States can start at 
$ 46,000. 

Harrop said he was surprised by “the 
enormously larger number of lawyers we 
have in America. “Japan graduates 500 
lawyers a year, we graduate 35,000.” 

Law as a profession in Japan also receives 
little esteem. But journalists have more pre- 
stige than in any other country. 

At a major city newspaper in Japan, a top 
reporter or columnist can earn $80,000 a 
year. In France, reporters with 10 years 
experience earn $17,234. and in China, 
editors at the People ’s Daily make $1,716. 

That’s still more than what Prime Minis- 
ter Zhao Ziyang of China makes in a month 
— $319 or $3,828 a year. 

Prime Minister Malcolm Fraser of 
Australia receives a salary of $117,913 a 
— year. - 


U.S. prices 
show rise 
in April 

WASHINGTON, May 21 (AP.) - U.S. 
(consumer prices, rebounding from their 
sharpest drop in 29 years, rase in April, but at 
a modest annual rate of 3.0 percent, the gov- 
ernment said Friday. Higher food and hous- 
ing costs, which offset fresh, record declines 
in gasoline prices, were largely responsible. 

Even with the increase in the Labor 
Department’s monthly consumer price index, 
however, inflation so far this year was still 
running at a low level of 1 .5 percent, calcu- 
lated annually. 

The overall easing of the index, which 
averaged 8.9 percent last year and 1 2.4 per- 
cent in 1980, has been widely attributed to 
the stubborn recession and’ the lingering 
worldwide oil surplus. 

Indeed, April's figures bolstered many 
economists’ predictions that, for all of 1MS2. 
inflation as measured by the CPI should be in 
the range of 5 percent to 6 percent. 

In its new Teport. the Labor Department 
■said the index rose a seasonally adjusted 0.2 
percent in April, after falling 0.3 percent in 
March. It had advanced o.2 percent in Febru- 
ary and 0.3 percent in January. March's 
decline was the first since April 1 965 and the 
sharpest drop since 1953. 

If prices rose for 12 straight months at 
April’s 0.2 percent, the yearly jump would be 
3.0 percent. The annual rate reported by the 
Labor Department is based on a more precise 
calculation of monthly changes than the fig- 
ure the department makes public. 

For the 12 months ending with April. Fri- 
day’s report said, inflation rose 6.6 percent. 
All the calculations reflect adjustments fur 
normal seasonal variations.

The 
reduction is necessary because Syria has ban- 
ned the use of an oil pipeline crossing its 
territory from Iraq, the publication said. 

PEKING, (R) — Communist China has 
developed a process to market a poison more 
dangerous than cynide but which can be used 
as a painkiller, an official newspaper Workers 
Daily has said. The substance is extracted 
from the globe fish, which has delicious meat 
but extremely poisonous internal organs. 
China catches 10,000 tons of gjobefish a yea* 
— 70 percent of the world’s total. 

ROME, (R) — Italy will send a delegation 
to Tripoli at the end of this month to discuss 
Libyan delays in settling debts amounting to 
1,000 billion lire owed to Italian exporters, a 
foreign trade ministry official said. A state- 
ment issued by the ministry said Libya had 
agreed to settle in the near future other debts 
for which it admitted liability. 

LONDON, (R) — Romania, in a move 
that has caused consternation among some 
bankers, has asked creditors to top up a mul- 
ticurrency European with additional pay- 
ments, banking sources said. Some bankers 
questioned the timing of the request, since it 
comes at a time when Romania is about to 
start the process of rescheduling its 1981 
commercial debt arrears and 1982 payments.

Clausen flays protectionism 


WASHINGTON. May 21 (AP) - World 
Bank President A.W. Clausen has called for 
liberal trading policies and resistance to trade 
protectionism and voiced the hope that the 
Versailles summit w ill signal 
“that a world of genuinely liberal trading 
policies, is in the interests of all." 

Clausen said that there has been recogni- 
tion at high government levels in the indus- 
trial countries that excessive protectionism is 
counter-productive. There is a prospect, he 
said, that before the end of the decade it will 
become clear that "an era of immense oppor- 
tunities has opened in the developing world.” 

The degree to which the potential oppor- 
tunities are realized Clausen said, will depend 
in part on the policies of industrial nations. If 
the access of the developing countries’ 
exports to the industrial nations is restricted, 
they cannot earn the foreign exchange neces- 
sary to pay for the imports from industrial 
countries, he said. 

In addition to the opening of trading 
opportunities, the developing countries need 
more external investment. Clausen said. He 
pointed out that there are genuine invest- 
ment opportunities in the developing world 
for the corporations of the industrial nations. 

Warning that nations may become less 
receptive to foreign investment. Clausen 


asked for the development ol an internation- 
ally acceptable set ol invest mem principle 4 ' 
that are fair and sensitive to the soveieig!: 
rights of nations. He said that direct invest- 
ment in developing countries has I alien as a 
proportion of the net Imuncmg flows to 
developing world and that the :.i!k ol the 
investment went only to a lew countries.

Annunzio wins vote on Olympic coin 


WASHINGTON. May 21 (AP) — The 
U.S. House of Representatives approved a 
bill sponsored by representative Frank J. 
Annunzio that would eliminate the middle- 
man on the domestic sale of commemorative 
coins to support the Olympic movement and 
rhe Summer Games in Los Angeles in 1984. 

Annunzio. chairman of the house coinage 
subcommittee, won a huge victory Thursday 
over representative Fernand St.* Germain . 
chairman of the house banking committee, 
when the house voted 302-84 to use the U.S. 
treasury — instead of private firms — as the 
marketing agent for the commemorative 
coins. 

St. Germain’s proposal would have 
allowed private companies to market silver, 
gold and copper-nickel coins in 17 designs 


commemorating the 1984 Olympics. The 
coins would have been struck by the U.S. 
mint and would have been legal tender, with 
denominations ranging from S 1 to $ 1 00. The 
Senate passed a bill similar to St. Germain’s 
late last year. 

Annunzio’s bill calls for the stricking of 
only three types of coins — silver dollars in 
»two designs and a TO-dolIar gold piece* How- 
ever, the U.S. mint would coin the com - 
memoratives and they would be marketed 
domestically by the treasury and by private 
organizations overseas. 

If the Senate does not accept the house- 
passed version, the legislation will go to a 
conference between the two bodies to see if a 
compromise can be worked out. Annunzio 
urged the Senate to accept his bill.

It is difficult to account for 
some of the strange things 
that occur at the bridge table. 
For example, take this hand 
from a team match. 

Nothing much happened at 
the first table, where South got 
to four spades on the sequence 
shown. Aided by the bidding, 
he made five. He ruffed the se- 
cond diamond lead, played a 
trump to the jack, finessed the 
queen of hearts, led a trump to 
the king, finessed the jack of 


hearts, drew trumps, cashed 
his hearts, and so finished 
with eleven tricks. 

At the second table, the out- 
come was very different. West 
wound up at three notrump 
doubled and North found the 
devastating lead of the nine of 
hearts. 

South took dummy’s ten 
with the jade but made a 
grievous error when he con- 
tinued with the ace and 
another heart. He was hoping 
to cash his established hearts 
whenever he regained the lead 
with the ace of spades. 

Unfortunately, South did not 
get the lead again, and his 
long string of hearts and the 
ace of spades all languished on 
the vine. West cashed five 
diamonds and five clubs, as 
well as the king of hearts, to 
make the contract with two 
doubled overtricks for a re- 
sounding score of 1 ,350 points. 

It is hard to believe that one 
defensive error could lose as 
many as 3,350 points, but that 
is exactly what South’s failure 
to play a low spade at trick 
two cost him. 

With a low spade return, 
North-South could have taken 
six hearts and five spades to 
put the contract down seven — 
2,000 points — instead of which 
declarer was the one who 
scored eleven tricks. Unques- 
tionably, the punishment 
more than fitted the crime.

PEKING, May 21 (Agencies) — Com- 
munist China, barely 24 hours after a 
renewed offer from Moscow to improve rela- 
tions, denounced the Soviet Union Friday as 
the biggest expansionist nation of the modem 
age. 

A commentary in the Communist Party 
newspaper People 's Daily, under the head- 


line “ Despicable Sower of Discord." accused 
the Kremlin of trying to cause trouble bet- 
ween China and India, which have just con- 
cluded a second round of talks in New Delhi 
on improving Sino-Indian relations. The 
People s Daily made no reierence to an arti- 
cle in the Soviet party daily Pruvda Thursday 
which said continuing hostility between Mos- 
cow and Peking benefited only the West. 

But the tone of the Chinese commentary 
was a further sign that a political thaw in 
relations between the two Communist giants 
was unlikely, despite recent indications that 
China might allow some normalization of 
trade, cultural and sporting contacts with the 
Russians. “ It is ... hardly strange at all that as 
the biggest territorial expansionists of the 
contemporary era they have a sinister mental- 
ity which fears a peaceful resolution of the 
Stno- Indian border dispute" the commentary 


Trade ties with China 

Delhi talks seen as fruitful 


NEW DELHI, May 21 (AFP) — Results 
of talks this week between Communist China 
and India were viewed here as generally posi- 
tive — especially concerning trade — but lit- 
tle progress was reported in resolving two 
decades of differences over the nations’ bor- 
der. The dispute — which touched off a war in 
1962 — involves the eastern and western 
edges of the 4,00 kms of border, mostly in the 
Himalayan Mountains. 

The failure to make progress on the border 
was far from Unexpected, diplomatic analysts 
said after fourdays of talks, which ended here 
Wednesday. Nobody on either side was 
expecting spectacular results on the issue. 

But, as 3 spokesman said after the Chinese 
left, there was a wish to make progress. “ With 
each round of talks, there is a better under- 
standing of each other's position.’* he said. 
“This in itself is a measure of progress." 

Specifically, the negotiators agreed on a 
working- procedure for the border negotia- 
tions, which should allow for a new meeting 
in Peking in coming months. The First border 
talks, last December in Peking, managed only 
to thaw the atmosphere, informed sources 
said. This sense of progress created a warmer 
climate for agreements in other areas, espe- 
cially in scientific, technical, cultural and 
commercial cooperation, diplomatic sources 
said. ■ 


In recent months, the following signs of 
cooperation have been cited: 

Indian oil. railway and agricultural 
engineers were to be sent to China, shortly, 
while Chinese agronomists were destined to 
India. 

A resumption of road traffic between the 
two nations was being discussed. 

Trade jumped from nearly nothing three 
years ago to $1 00 million this year. By com- 
parison. exchange between India and Britain, 
who are linked by the Commonwealth and 
colonial history, amount to S500 million. 

China has agreed to send S33 million worth 
of cables for the electrification of northern 
India. 

A group of Indian Chamber of Commerce 
officials will go to Peking next week, hoping 
to sell tractors, combine harvesters, scooters, 
bicycles and machine tools, and to open an 
office in Peking. 

These examples of cooperation — still 
somewhat tempered by mutual mistrust, but 
inconceivable only a few years ago — could 
be explained by geopolitical considerations. 


diplomatic analysts noted. 

Both Indian-Soviet and Chinese-U.S. rela- 


tions have cooled. India is embarrassed by 
the continued Soviet presence in Afghanis- 
tan, while China, is angered by Washington’s 
continued arms supplies to Taipei.

It quoted the official Soviet news agency 
Tass as saying the Chinese had occupied large 
parts of Indian territory, and it called this a 
libel against China, “in its quest for world 
hegemony, the Soviet Union is in the habit of 
sowing discord and creating divisions and 
contradictions between some countries so 
that it can fish in troubled waters,” the Peo - 
pie *e DaUy said. 

Improved relations between India and 
China were clearly not to Moscow’s taste, it 
added, .so the- Kremlin set ont to obstruct 
them. The commentary was published as the 
annual visit to China by a senior Soviet offi- 
cial, Mikmafl Kapista, drew to a close. 
Kapista, head of the Far East department of 
the Soviet Foreign Ministry, conferred twice 
with Deputy Foreign Minister Qian Qichen 
— a privilege which Soviet sources said indi- 
cated some progress. 

But Chinese Foreign Minister Huang Hua 
said earlier this week that Moscow must 
prove its good faith by “deeds, facts, not 
words" before there could be any progress 
toward better relations. 

Diplomatic observers say the Soviet Union 
is wary of a fundamental rapprochement 
between China and India that might limi t its 
influence in India. India receives most of its 
military aid from the Soviets. 

The People Doily said the Sino-Indian 
boundary problem is “ left over by history and 
a result of imperialist (British) expansion 
against China.” It called China a “victim” 
and said it “never has occupied a single inch 
of Indian territory, therefore there is no ques- 
tion of returning occupied territory to India.” 


8 terrorists 
arrested from 
Italy hideouts

NAPLES, Italy, May 21 (AP) — In a 
major anti-terrorism crackdown, police 
arrested the alleged murderers of a Christian 
Democratic politician and foiled a Red 
Brigades attempt to kidnap atop-ranking 
state official in this southern Italian city, 
authorities announced Friday. 


The operation, conducted over the past 
few days, netted eight suspected terrorists in 
three hideouts in Naples and Rome. Two of 
those arrested in Naples, Marcello Planzio, 
27 and Anna-Maria Cotone. 24, were 
described by police as members of a terrorist 
commando which shot to death Raffaele 
Delcogliano, a regional coun cil man , and his 
driver-bodyguard Aide lermano in a street 
ambush here on April 28. 

In the two hideouts found in Naples, police 
also arrested Giovanni MaHardo, 22 , his wife 
Paola, 21, and Valentino Piunno, 22, all 
reputed members of the Red Brigades. Police 
seized three rifles, one submachine gun, six 
pistols, ammunitions, a tent, a drape with the 
five-pointed star symbol of the Red Brigades 
and a duplicating machine. 


Some of the seized weapons had been sto- 
len by terrorists from military barracks at 
nearby Santa Maria Capua Vetere and were 
believed to have been used in the murder of 
the councilman, police said. 


Talks set for June 25 

Falklands worries Gibraltar 


MANAMA, May 21 (AP) — Lebanese 
Premier Shafrir Wazzan charged Friday that 
many “local and outride beneficiaries’’ were 
sabotaging all efforts at Lebanese reconcilia- 
tion to further their own aims. 

"We are forced to tolerate and overlook 
because much of the events we face cannot be 
exposed without exposing the country to jolts 
and hazards,” Wazzan said in an interview 
with the Bahrain newspaper Akkbar Al - 
Khaleej. 

“ But till when?” asked the Lebanese offi- 
cial. whose country has been a theater for the 
past eightyears for fighting between local 
factions, many of whom are backed by vari- 
ous powers in the Middle East. 

A 30,000-strong Syrian-Arab peacekeep- 
ing force is charged, by virtue of a 1976 Arab 
League mandate, to prevent an all-out civil 
war in Lebanon. Throughout the interview, 
Wazzan avoided reference to any of the pow- 
ers involved in the Lebanese arena except 
Israel, whom be said had “a visible" role in 
Lebanese tensions. 

But he said other “beneficiaries” maintain 

an impotent role for the Lebanese govern- 
ment and sabotage reconciliation, mention- 
ing in particular recent bombing, incidents 
against Muslm Lebanese leaders who had 
made moves toward a bipaxtisan dialogue. 

“AD those involved in the conspiracy 
against Lebanon, and against the entire Arab 
state, are preventing by all means at their 
disposal: . the materialization of national 
reconrihation," Wazzan said. He complained 


that “Our Arab country has been left to meet 
a cruel and unjust tate which it does not 
deserve.” 

Wazzan appealed for an “active and effec- 
tive" pan-Arab role in "raving Lebanon,’’ 
warning that “the consequences of burying 
Lebanon alive will not be confined to Leba- 
non alone.” 

Some Lebanese publications recently 
complained that Arab financial aid to tbe 
strife-ravaged Lebanese economy had stop- 
ped, leaving the country to face a multi- 
bflfion-dollar budget deficit in the current 
year. A number of Arab countries, including 
Kuwait, are also known to have suspended 
payments to the Syrian peacekeeping force 
because of displeasure over Syria's current 
Mideast policies. 


Moi leaves for Zaire 


NAIROBI, May 21 (AFP) — Kenyan 
President Daniel Arap Moi left here Friday 
for Kinshasa to take part in talks on the future 
of the inter-African peace force in Chad. 
Moi, who is this year's chairman of the 
Organization of African Unity, will be join- 
ing President Mobutu Sese Seko of Zaire and 
delegates from Nigeria and Senegal, the 
■three countries which have supplied conting- 
ents for the force. 

Reports in Lagos Thursday said that Cha- 
dian President Goukouni Ouddei, who was 
'also expected to be at the meeting, might be 
kept at home by domestic issues. 


GIBRALTAR, May 21 (AP) — Day and 
night, the roar of British C-130 transport 
planes echoes off the famed rock, reminding 
the inhabitants of Gibraltar's role in Britain’s 
confrontation with Argentina. Gibraltar is 
one of several British relay and supply points 
in the Falklands crisis. 

Gibraltar's 30,000 mainly Spanish- 
speaking inhabitants feel particularly con- 
cerned by the Falklands conflict because 
many believe the outcome could determine 
their own future. 

“We are delighted Britain has takeD a 
strong stand on the Falklands,” Sir Joshua 
H assail, chief minister of the rock’s govern- 
ment, said in an interview with the Associ- 
ated Press. “Itjbows that Britain is serious in 
its pledge to defend the right to self- 
determination. That applies to the Falklands 
as much as it applies to us.” 

Gibraltar is an outcrop at the southern tip 
of Spain, which has tried to enforce its ter- 
ritorial claim for the past 13 years with a total 
blockade of the 270-year-old British colony. 

Because of Spain’s cultural ties with 
Argentina and the political similarities bet- 
ween Gibraltar and the Falkland Islands, the 
Spanish government has barely given 
lukewarm support to the British case, while 
Spain's media have sided almost unanim- 
ously with Argentina. 

“Our people are outraged by the biased 
reporting of the crisis in the Spanish televi- 
sion,” Sir Joshua said. “It has not made Gib- 
raltarians apy more pro-Spanish." He stres- 
sed that there was no weakening in the 
resolve to resist Spanish encroachment since 
the 1967 referendum, when the Gibraltar 
population voted 1 2,1 38 to 44 to stay British. 

“Many of our people even have misgivings 
over the reopening of the border (with Spain) 
now promised for June 25,” he said. “They 
are afraid crime and violence could spill over 
into our protected, orderly society. 

"There are also some fearsjt could dilute 
our resolve to keep Spain out of Gibraltar 
because a few Gibraltarians would go to live 
in Spain, where life is cheaper. But L myself 


feel it is not good to remain isolated for too 
long. We should welcome the opening of the 
border as long as Spain recognizes our right 
to live as we want.” 

Two years ago, Britain and Spain agreed to 
begin talks on the future of Gibraltar in Port- 
ugal simultaneously with the removal of the 
Spanish blockade. The date was repeatedly 
postponed most recently following the 
Argentine invasion. of the Falklands, and is 
nowset for June 25. “fU believe ft when I see 
it,” cigar store owner Gerard Corso. 

The British-appointed governor of Gibral- 
tar, Sir William Jackson, said in an interview 
that the rock's future depended largely on tbe 
giant naval dockyard, long the mainstay of 
Gibraltar’s economy, which Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher has decided to close down 
next year for economy reasons with the loss 
of more than 2,000 jobs. 

Asked whether Britain and Spain were 
likely to reach agreement on Gibraltar 
regardless of the Falkland crisis. Sir William 
said: “Regardless is too strong a word. Both 
governments hope the talks wfll open on June 
25 as planned because it would be difficult to 
expect the population (on both sides of the 
border) to continue in this state of economic 
stagnation as a result of a crisis 12.800 
kilometers away which is none of their mak- 
ing. 

“Although I am sure the Spanish govern- 
ment will wish to continue building up "its 
friendly relations with Britain and Western 
Europe... it would be wrong to ignore tbe 
strong emotional overtones caused (in Spain) 
by the Falklands crisis.” 

To take account of such emotional reac- 
tions in Gibraltar, he added, the authorities 
have completely ruled out the possibility of 
placing a Spanish Army garrison on Gibraltar 
— a NATO base — even after Spain joins the 
North Atlantic alliance later this year. 
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money lenders : Lee Cbol-Hee, former 
deputy director of the Korean Central Intel- 
ligence Agency, and his wife Chang Yong-Ja.

Another newspaper asserted that all the 
money Mrs. Chang spent from her alleged 
fraudulent gains was not fully accounted for. 
She was said to have squandered half a mil- 
lion dollars a month for the last 14 months to 
finance a lavish life style with her husband. 

The opposition Democratic Korea Party 
issued a statement charging the prosecutor 
general of conducting a lukewarm investiga- 
tion into the affair and failing to pin down the 
possible diversion of the embezzled money 
into the ruling parry’s politica l fund- 

MeanwhDe, President Chun is said to have 
derided to ease out his relatives from 
government-appointed posts, apparently irri- 
tated by the arrest of his wife's uncle, and to 
avoid the possible criticism of nepotism. 
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
